The shoes have begun to drop at the 
Austin American-Statesman. Most promi¬ 
nently, on Monday Publisher Susie Biehle 
and Editor Debbie Hiott announced they’d 
be accepting buyouts from 
new owners GateHouse 
Media, and moving on. As 
the Aug. 27 front page of the 
paper reported, Hiott - a 
28-year employee and editor 
since 2011 - told colleagues, 

“It was a tough decision, but 
after 28 years in this news¬ 
room, I am ready for a new 
challenge. I love the States¬ 
man and the people who 
work here, and I expect to be 
a supporter long after I am gone.” 

More personal announcements have driz¬ 
zled out from other staffers, and over the 
coming weeks we’ll start to miss familiar 
bylines. Longtime transportation reporter 
Ben Wear posted online that he’ll soon be 


leaving, and behind-the-scenes folks - indis¬ 
pensable to any newsroom - are also begin¬ 
ning to bail. In theory, all 200 or so employees 
have been offered voluntary buyouts, with 
the new bosses reserving the 
right to withdraw offers from 
anyone they consider cur¬ 
rently irreplaceable - stan¬ 
dard operating procedure for 
the private tyrannies we call 
corporations. 

Hiott’s long tenure and 
hard-earned rise through the 
ranks - she began as a report¬ 
ing intern while still a college 
student - is testimony to her 
considerable talent and hard 
work, to the Statesman’s previous stability, 
and to the booming Austin regional econo¬ 
my that kept Atlanta-based Cox Enterprises 
from selling off this franchise as quickly as 
they had others. I don’t know enough about 
the business side to comment on Biehle’s 


tenure, except to note that earlier this 
month, it was she who announced both the 
buyouts and the closure of the Spanish- 
language spin-off lAhora Si! Presumably, 
she could divine the future at least as well as 
her staff members. 

The GateHouse Model 

Like others at the Chronicle, I’ve taken 
periodic, acerbic shots at the Statesman 
(targets of at least a couple of April Fools’ 
features) - which they resolutely ignored - 
and if the GateHouse version survives in 
any substantive form, will undoubtedly do 
so again. But not today I feel no joy in this 
turn of events, part of a decades-long trend 
in which two-newspaper towns became one- 
newspaper towns, and then advertisers fled 
to the cheaper, more ubiquitous web, and 
finally predatory equity firms like 
GateHouse began gobbling up the remain¬ 
ing papers to milk them dry

The new owners say the Statesman will 
become their “flagship” paper, but their 
record in other towns suggests the ship will 
fly an extremely threadbare banner. In an 
extended December 2017 report on the fate 
and future of local papers, The American 
Prospect summarized the GateHouse busi¬ 
ness model as “ruthless miserliness” with 
two inevitable effects: “It destroys the 
newspaper’s capacity to do its fundamental 
job of covering the news, and it makes for 
miserable employees.” 

Faced with that dismal prospect, it would 
be understandable if every last employee, 
certainly on the news side, decides to accept 
a buyout and move on. Honor to them, and 
honor to any who choose to remain and see 
whatever can be salvaged under the new 
regime. It’s a Hobson’s choice. 

Daily News Needed 

In theory, trouble for “the competition” 
should be cause for some celebration here 
at the Chronicle, but in addition to reflex¬ 
ive empathy for working reporters under 
threat, I’m alarmed at the prospect of 
Austin - the 11th largest city in the U.S. - 
effectively becoming a no-newspaper town. 
Some of that reportage has already moved 
to narrow-gauge pubs like Community 
Impact or to the web like The Texas Trib¬ 
une, but a daily newspaper (even at its 
most aggravating blandness) is a commu¬ 
nity-binding and -defining institution that 
contributes to an ongoing public conversa¬ 
tion for which we haven’t yet found an 
adequate substitute. 

THE NEW OWNERS SAY THE 
STATESMAN WILL BECOME 
THEIR “FLAGSHIP” PAPER, BUT 
THEIR RECORD SUGGESTS THE 
SHIP WILL FLY AN EXTREMELY 
THREADBARE BANNER. 

In recent years, social media has stepped 
in as a sort of sidelong public commentary 
- but much more often than not, the com¬ 
mentary is about something (good or bad) 
that first appeared in a published and paid- 
for-by-subscribers newspaper. Maybe we’ll 
figure out new and sustainable public mod¬ 
els - the Prospect story offers hope on that 
score - but we haven’t done it yet. 

At the Chronicle, we indeed can and do 
execute important, eccentric, and insight¬ 
ful reporting and writing that the States¬ 
man can’t or won’t do. But we’ve got our 
own post-recession, media-industry prob¬ 
lems, and we simply do not have the 
resources - human or financial - to sustain 
the sort of persistence and range of a daily 
newspaper committed to covering an entire 
capital city and region. At their best, the 
Statesman reporters have performed that 
outsize task with distinction, and the 
thought that they’ve now got swords dan¬ 
gling over their working heads, or the 
unhappy option to cross their fingers and 
hit the road ... is not one any Austinite 
should welcome. ■

PAXTON: LETHAL INJECTION FOREVER 

Never put it past Texas to throw its support behind 
state killings. Attorney General Ken Paxton joined 15 
other states’ attorneys general on Monday to file a joint 
amicus brief in support of the state of Missouri in its 
lethal injection protocol case now pending before the 
U.S. Supreme Court. In March, SCOTUS stayed Russell 
Bucklew’s execution for fear that the deadly injection 
would cause him to asphyxiate on his own blood. 
Bucklew has requested an alternative execution meth¬ 
od - specifically lethal gas instead of pentobarbital - 
which he argues is his Eighth Amendment right. The 
16-page brief argues that Bucklew’s challenge asks 
SCOTUS to “modify its precedents and alter” its Eighth 
Amendment rule for “determining when a constitu¬ 
tional violation exists in the first place.” Additionally, it 
notes that the number of carried out lethal injections 
continues to decline due to “efforts by death-penalty 
opponents to limit the supply of execution drugs,” and 
that existing protocols across the U.S. are valid. The 
brief concludes that Eighth Amendment rights 
shouldn’t “force States” to find alternative methods of 
execution that “differ for every individual circum¬ 
stance.” In an email statement, Paxton wrote, “If pris¬ 
oners are allowed to bring claims challenging methods 
of execution without satisfying the Supreme Court’s 
settled requirement to identify an alternative, the 
states would undoubtedly face a flood of lengthy and 
costly lawsuits resulting in indefinite delays of execu¬ 
tions.” - Sarah Marloff 

SUPRENES REJECT BALLOT LAWSUITS 

On Monday, the Texas Supreme Court rejected law¬ 
suits - literally, requests for writs of mandamus - that 
would have required City Council to rewrite ballot lan¬ 
guage for one proposition requiring an “efficiency 
audit” and another requiring a referendum for any 
comprehensive land use code revision. 

The rulings were issued without explanation, but did 
note that in the case of the efficiency audit proposi¬ 
tion, three justices - Eva Guzman, Jeff Brown, and 
Jimmy Blacklock - would have “conditionally” grant¬ 
ed mandamus relief. 

The city of Austin filed its final submission - a 
response on the land use code proposition - on 
Thursday, Aug. 23, and both sides had requested quick 
rulings. The lawsuits, filed by “relators” (persons who 
had signed the referendum petitions), went directly to 
the Supreme Court because of short deadlines govern¬ 
ing the ballot preparation by the city clerk and Travis 
County. In its brief, the city had requested that the 
Court rule by Friday, Aug. 24 - “if the language is to be 
invalidated.” According to the city’s pleading in the 
audit case, “The ballot language needs to be locked in 
place by no later than September 4th for the Travis 
County Clerk to be able to have the full ballot ready in 
time to go to the printer on September 7th.” 

In a statement, the city responded to the Court’s rul¬ 
ing, “With this denial, the Texas Supreme Court has 
confirmed that our ballot language conforms to the 
legal requirements and represents the key features of 
both citizen initiated petitions.” 

The Court’s rulings end the litigation process over 
the ballot language, but the political process - to be 
engaged not only in the proposition campaigns but the 
mayoral and Council campaigns - has only just begun.

A NEW PRO-CHOICE LEADER IN TEXAS 

In a state as anti-choice as Texas, leading reproduc¬ 
tive rights advocates to victory is no easy task. And 
with unprecedented threats to Roe v. Wade, the chal¬ 
lenge is even greater. But that’s not stopping Aimee 
Arrambide, the new head of NARAL Pro-Choice Texas. 
The native Texan was named the statewide executive 
director this week following Heather Busby’s depar¬ 
ture in March. Arrambide officially begins on Sept. 1. 

Arrambide previously served as a reproductive 
rights policy specialist at the Public Leadership Insti¬ 
tute, where she helped craft a pro-choice playbook of 
model legislation that statehouses can use to combat 
destructive abortion laws. That playbook inspired a 
City Council “Abortion is Healthcare” resolution last 
January and influenced a handful of pro-choice bills at 
the last legislative session. “I want to shift the focus 
from playing defense against bad bills to being on the 
offense,” she tells us. “That means pushing proactive 
policies that assert our values.” 

The UT-Austin and New York Law grad says her pas¬ 
sion for abortion rights stems from her father, a former 
abortion doctor. She’s spent the majority of her profes¬ 
sional career in the reproductive rights and justice 
movement; she interned with the Center for Repro¬ 
ductive Rights and ACLU and is currently a board 
member at Fund Texas Choice and a storyteller at the 
National Network of Abortion Funds’ We Testify pro¬ 
gram. She’s also no stranger to NARAL Pro-Choice 
Texas, having interned there in 2006 and serving later 
as the director of public affairs. 

“I think in reaction to the Trump administration’s 
extreme reproductive health policies, people are actu¬ 
ally more willing to voice support for abortion access,” 
she says. “It’s a pivotal time, and as a woman of color, 

I hope to lift up and amplify the voices of those mar¬ 
ginalized and hit hardest by anti-choice laws.”

tions up for sale. Now, if you go to the DD website 
(www.defcad.com), you can pay to have instructions for 
assembling a number of guns and accessories delivered 
by mail to your home. The cost associated with each 
“purchase” is voluntary - DD recommends a price, but 
shoppers are welcome to reduce that, even to $0. The 
judge, responding to a motion for injunction filed by 
nearly two dozen state attorneys general, ruled that 
Wilson and DD cannot publish the blueprints until the 
case has been resolved; this constitutes their brand of 
workaround. Wilson announced the news at a press 
conference at the Fairmont hotel on Tuesday. “The 
point I’m here to make is, this judge’s order stopping us 
from simply giving things away was only an authoriza¬ 
tion that we could sell it, that we could mail it, that we 
could email it, that we could provide it by secure trans¬ 
fer,” he said. “I will be doing all of those things now.”

SICK LEAVE IN LIMBO 

This year was the roughest for Keith 
Franklin, who’s battling stage 4 cancer. 
Same may go for his brother and roommate 
Darnell, who works at the airport, and had 
to use his three allotted paid sick days and 
all of his accrued vacation shuttling Keith 
to doctors’ appointments and hospital vis¬ 
its. And when Darnell caught the flu in May 
and spent two weeks at home, he lost the 
wages he would have earned. “I can barely 
manage to make rent now, so when I miss 
just one day it really hurts,” he said. 

Darnell’s lack of available time off makes 
it difficult to care for his brother, so he’d 
been looking forward to Oct. 1, when the 
city’s new paid sick leave ordinance was set 
to take effect. The ordinance requires busi¬ 
nesses with more than 15 employees to 
provide up to eight days 
of paid sick leave, and 
smaller businesses to 
provide up to six. (The 
ordinance also applies to 
taking time out for legal 
action related to domes¬ 
tic abuse, sexual assault, 
or stalking, and taking 
care of sick family.) But 
that plan has been stalled 
for Darnell and the esti¬ 
mated 211,000 locals who 
could benefit. On Aug. 17, 
the state’s 3rd Court of 
Appeals temporarily 
blocked it from taking 
effect, granting the wish¬ 
es of Attorney General Ken Paxton and 
business groups, represented by right-wing 
think tank the Texas Public Policy 
Foundation. This after Travis County Judge 
Tim Sulak denied TPPF’s request to block 
the rule in June. While the 3rd Court issued 
no opinion on whether the rule is legal, it 
did agree that the ordinance should be tem¬ 
porarily halted, leaving its future murky. 

Labor and employment attorney Melissa 
Ackie has been tracking the suit, and said 
the law “could be tied up in litigation for 


some time.” Since final court briefs are due 
on Sept. 21 and oral arguments must be 
scheduled after that, it’s unlikely the court 
will act before the ordinance is set to take 
effect. And even if the city is successful, 
challengers could appeal to the Texas 
Supreme Court and request similar relief, 
further delaying its implementation. 

The delay is doubly frustrating for labor 
advocates who consider the state and 
TPPF’s argument misguided: The claim is 
that the ordinance pre-empts the Texas 
Minimum Wage Act because it would 
increase wages beyond those permitted by 
state law. Texas AFL-CIO spokesperson Ed 
Sills says the state may “pretend” not to 
understand the “obvious differences” 
between wages and an earned option to take 
time off if someone is 
sick, but they are not the 
same. “It just doesn’t 
work like that,” he said. 
“There’s a difference 
between wages and a 
benefit - and this is clear¬ 
ly a benefit, and a contin¬ 
gent one at that.” 

The other leading myth 
is that the ordinance will 
hurt businesses’ bottom 
lines. But while there 
may be a cost to imple¬ 
menting the ordinance, 
the benefits could be 
greater. Austin private- 
sector employers are 
expected to save nearly $39 million, mostly 
due to reduced turnover. (Lowering “pre¬ 
senteeism” - or working less productively 
while sick - totals about $2.8 million, and 
savings from reduced spread of flu within 
workplaces are about $1.5 million.) When 
workers aren’t showing up sick to work, the 
community benefits, too: It’s projected that 
Austin will spend $3.8 million less annually 
on health care expenses largely as a result 
of reduced short-term nursing home stays 
and emergency department use.

Moreover, says Sills, opposing this type of 
ordinance amounts to “showing contempt” 
for your employees. “We’re not talking 
about making someone rich here. We’re 
talking about setting things up so an 
employee doesn’t have to make the horrible 
choice between going to work sick or going 
to the doctor.” Amanda May, owner of eco- 
cleaning business Purple Fig, calls paid 
sick leave a no-brainer. She’s instituted 
such a policy for her employees for the past 
seven years. “These people are working 
hard for me so I feel like my job is to sup¬ 
port them, and this is one way to do that,” 
she said. “It’s a symbiotic relationship and 
in the end, makes my business stronger and 
benefits the whole community.” 

The future of paid sick leave is being made 
more opaque by Republican legislators - 
including local Rep. Paul Workman - who’ve 
vowed to file legislation to stymie the rule 
next session. In the eyes of ordinance sponsor 
Greg Casar, that effort indicates that the 
state is acting hypocritically. “If they believe 
the ordinance is already in conflict with state 
law, why would they need to file a bill and cre¬ 
ate a law to override the ordinance?” he asks. 

For Casar, the fight against paid sick 
leave isn’t just about the business lobby 


working hand-in-hand with Paxton. It’s 
also part of the conservative strategy to 
nullify gains won by progressives. The 
effort for paid sick leave started a year ago 
this Labor Day, as a coalition of groups 
including the Workers Defense Project 
and UNITE HERE, dubbed Work Strong 
Austin, spurred statewide interest that 
resulted in a broader coalition called 
Working Texans for Paid Sick Time. 
Earlier this month, San Antonio passed its 
own paid sick leave ordinance. 

But where there’s a successful local pro¬ 
gressive campaign, count on TPPF and the 
state of Texas to be rallying against it. 
They’re stringently against the $925 million 
city bond - which includes historic invest¬ 
ment in affordable housing - as well as 
Austin’s fair chance hiring ordinance, and 
they celebrated the Texas Supreme Court’s 
decision to overturn the plastic bag ban. 

“I don’t think it’s just about stamping out 
local control - I think it’s about oppression 
of local progressive movements that have 
shown to be successful,” says Casar. “What 
[the state and TPPF] may find more intoler¬ 
able than workers’ rights is the local activ¬ 
ists’ power bubbling up and winning real 
victories.” - Mary Tuma 


COUNCIL: IT’S NEVER OVER 

Skeptics scoffed last week when mayor and eternal opti¬ 
mist Steve Adler suggested that City Council’s regular 
Thursday meeting might wrap up early - which, in Austin, 
means anytime before midnight - but it appears in this case 
that Charlie Brown did actually get the football this time, and 
Council adjourned before 8pm. Tracking back to last week’s 
agenda, it’s easy to see why: The morning session was domi¬ 
nated by talk of regulating the vehicle booting industry, 
which ultimately passed (9-1, with only Greg Casar against) 
with a $100 maximum charge that the stakeholder compa¬ 
nies had sought. That total initially sounded harsh to some 
CMs, but members eventually learned that some bootings 
currently cost upwards of $150, and decided to allow compa¬ 
nies to continue to boot at a set high cost rather than towing 
offending cars, a much more expensive prospect. 


Council also approved an item appointing several new 
members to various boards and commissions, and set in 
motion changes to the density bonus program, specifically 
how fees-in-lieu apply throughout the city. Staff has until 
February to recalibrate those fees and hopefully push devel¬ 
opers to opt for building more affordable units. Adler and 
Mayor Pro Tern Kathie Tovo clashed briefly on how to best 
ensure more units are built - essentially how much direct 
oversight Council should exercise - but such contention is 
hardly out of the ordinary. 

Elsewhere, neighbors in East Austin raised a stink about a 
proposed campground on Delwau Lane, mostly over hyper¬ 
bolic fears that there’d be carnage if people were allowed to 
camp, hang out, and drink alcohol at the campsite. It worked, 
and the project was denied. 


Council did approve the North Shoal Creek Neighbor¬ 
hood Plan, though without one amendment from Jimmy 
Flannigan, who wanted to change language in the plan to 
make it more friendly to multi-unit homes that still resemble 
the old single-family residential styles we’re accustomed to in 
Central Texas. At the work session this week, Leslie Pool, 
whose District 7 encompasses the area, called Flannigan’s 
effort “11th hour changes” without neighborhood input. Flan¬ 
nigan disagreed, but the changes didn’t go through. 

Council returned on Tuesday for another budget session, 
and meets for another regular meeting today, Aug. 30, with 
71 Items to cover. Expect an ordinance pleading with busi¬ 
nesses to keep adhering to our now-defunct single-use bag 
ban, a resolution denouncing financial support to organiza¬ 
tions whose activities result in the separation of children 
from their parents (such as Southwest Key), and another 
public hearing on the budget. They’re also set to revisit eco¬ 
nomic incentives for relocating businesses. - Nina Hernandez

PROVIDERS TRY A NEW TREATMENT FOR OPIOID USE 


Austin gets spared most disasters, both natural ones like 
earthquakes and human-caused calamities like the opioid 
epidemic. That just means that the crisis here, and really in 
all of Texas, is merely tragic rather than horrific. “Texas 
doesn’t suffer the numbers seen in other parts of the coun¬ 
try,” says Dr. Nick Yagoda of CommUnityCare, Austin’s 
largest safety-net health provider. “But just from our expe¬ 
rience in local hospitals and clinics, we realized we needed 
more bandwidth.” 

The “we” here is a partnership between CommUnityCare, 
Austin/Travis County Integral Care, and the Community 
Care Collaborative joint venture between Central Health 
and Seton. The “more bandwidth” will be provided, these 
sponsors hope, by a new program offering medication- 
assisted therapy (MAT) to primary care patients at 
CommUnityCare. The pilot program, based at the clinic in 
Dove Springs that’s home to both CommUnityCare and 
Integral Care (5015 S. 1-35), is currently working with more 
than 50 patients in various stages of their treatment and, in 
its year of operation, reports a 70% success rate. 

This may all sound ordinary enough, but the program 
contains two components that change the traditional drug 
treatment equation. One is MAT itself as a therapeutic con¬ 
cept, which despite a large body of research endorsing its 
effectiveness has been surprisingly controversial. The 
other is providing treatment for substance use disorders 
alongside a patient’s more routine health care. “By provid¬ 
ing this treatment through a primary care provider,” says 
Integral Care’s Robert Dominguez, “we’re making the 
health care accessible and mainstream.” 

A report last year by Austin Public Health offers the best 
data picture available on opioid use in Travis County. In 
2016, out of 444 overdose hospitalizations in the county, 88 


involved opioids and opiates (including heroin). The Texas 
Poison Center Network reports an average of 200 calls a 
year (from 2000 to 2017) involving opioid exposure in the 
county. And from 2006 to 2016, 590 deaths in Travis County 
were reported as due to opioid overdoses, or 42% of all OD 
deaths. More than 90% of those were unintentional ODs, as 
opposed to suicides. 

Looking at age-adjusted mortality rates from opioid over¬ 
dose shows how the epidemic has exploded nationally yet 
stayed flat in Texas and probably also in 
Travis County. For the U.S., in 2016 it was 
13.3 per 100,000 - well over half of all OD 
deaths and a 28% jump in a single year. In 
West Virginia, it was a whopping 43.4 per 
100,000, also a huge increase over 2015. In 
Texas, though, it was only 4.9 - 48th among 
the 50 states, less than half of all OD deaths, 
and only up 4% in that year. 

Nevertheless, the ideal number of opioid 
OD deaths would be zero. But while avoiding mortality 
certainly matters to the MAT pilot, it’s not the only out¬ 
come that counts. “We’re continuing to redefine what suc¬ 
cess is,” says Yagoda. “From a population level, we can 
reduce illicit drug use and mortality. From a patient-cen¬ 
tered focus, we measure success in terms of reintroduction 
into a functional society. If we can, we try to support 
patients in important social determinants of health” - 
things like employment, housing, education, and access to 
health care itself. 

In itself, MAT isn’t that different from the treatment 
most people get when they present with a chronic physical 
illness. Just as you might be prescribed a drug for your high 
blood pressure, but also told - and better yet, helped - to 


lose weight and cut down on salt, MAT patients get behav¬ 
ioral health counseling along with the medication that 
staves off the devastating symptoms of withdrawal. “The 
medical therapy for addiction is not so complex,” Yagoda 
says. “It’s the behavioral and social factors that are so dif¬ 
ficult to support.” The MAT approach “puts an emphasis on 
the ‘assistance.’” 

Yet for a long time and in many places, MAT has signified 
an alternative not to purely pharmacological treatment but 
to abstinence. That’s made it a loaded concept among both 
drug warriors and adherents of nonmedical models (i.e., 
12-step) who view it as, in the words of disgraced former 
U.S. Health Secretary Tom Price, “substituting one opioid 
for another.” But the scope of the opioid crisis has people 
abandoning those positions. Earlier this year Price’s suc¬ 
cessor Alex Azar, in announcing FDA plans to expand 
access to MAT medications, noted the agency’s intent “to 
correct a misconception that patients must achieve total 
abstinence in order for MAT to be considered effective.” 

The program at Dove Springs, which uses Suboxone (a 
buprenorphine/naloxone combo) as its medication of 
choice, likewise believes that “if at first attempt, someone 
is not able to achieve or maintain sobriety, that’s part of 
the process,” says Yagoda. The 70% “success rate” refers to 
people who’ve stayed in the program and showed improve¬ 
ment, not only those who are now totally drug-free. “No 
one is deemed a failure for struggling to adhere to the 
MAT program; it’s just an additional opportunity for us to 
develop more creative and comprehensive support for 
that patient.” 

That support is much easier to provide in the context of 
an actual health clinic, as opposed to a stand-alone pro¬ 
gram or even the more traditional substance use treat¬ 
ment (inpatient, outpatient, detox) that Integral Care 
delivers. “You’re even further integrating behavioral 
health and social support into comprehensive medical 
care, instead of just care tied to withdrawal management,” 
says Yagoda. For example, “we see a lot of infectious dis¬ 
ease complications. CommUnityCare has a robust hepati¬ 
tis C program, so through MAT we can get patients into 
treatment that is generally hard to access, particularly for 
the poor and uninsured.” 

Quality substance use treatment can be hard to access for 
safety-net patients, due not only to its direct cost but also its 
logistics. Dominguez says that Integral Care’s traditional 
programs “ask patients to come to them. They may need to 
come daily to receive the medications they’re prescribed. 
We’re learning that being able to meet people where they’re 
at - even in a literal sense - means we’re able to keep 
engaged with them throughout recovery.” The MAT pilot’s 
patients each have ongoing case manage¬ 
ment in addition to the primary care pro¬ 
vided at the clinic. “What we’ve heard from 
the people we’re serving is that they’ve been 
waiting for something like this for years.” 

One of those patients, Ryan (a woman, 
last name withheld), was referred into the 
pilot by a counselor after she “got tired of 
hustling and struggling, because there was 
no money for the drugs and it was so hard to 
get them. Believe it or not, the law has actually succeeded 
in making it hard to get drugs.” For Ryan as for many, those 
drugs were prescription meds such as OxyContin, resold by 
dealers with prescriptions they may or may not need or use 
themselves. 

“I thought it was going to be hard, but after the medicine 
all the cravings and urges went away and I didn’t have any 
worries anymore. Didn’t have to figure out how I was going 
to get high or where I would get the money from. Having 
someone to talk to makes you feel relieved.” That would be 
her case manager, with whom she talks “about everyday 
situations and how to work them out. I never knew how to 
be stable. Right now, I’m learning how to live an everyday 
normal life.” - Mike Clark-Madison

MEDICINAL MARIJUANA ADVOCATES LOOK TO 
2019 LEGE SESSION FOR PROGRAM IMPROVEMENTS 


After double hip surgery last April, 8-year-old Beatrice 
Kennedy, who suffers from cerebral palsy, began experi¬ 
encing intense seizures, most often as she was trying to 
sleep, a potentially deadly combination. Her mother Cary 
placed her on Klonopin, but the drug can impair cognitive 
abilities, already weakened for Beatrice. The Round Rock 
family of five considered moving to California or Colorado 
to obtain medicinal cannabidiol oil for treatment. 

“It was really stressful because there was nothing we 
could do at the time,” said Cary. “The meds we tried to help 
curb her seizures only helped for a week or so.” 

The Kennedys saw a gleam of hope when the Texas 
Legislature passed Senate Bill 339 in 2015, allowing for the 
production and sale of a strain of low-level tetrahydrocan¬ 
nabinol (THC) and high cannabidiol (CBD) medicinal can¬ 
nabis for patients with epilepsy not helped by pharmaceu¬ 
ticals, with a prescription from a physician. Last year, three 
dispensaries in Texas were awarded licenses to start grow¬ 
ing under the Compassionate Use Program, including 
South Austin’s Compassionate Cultivation. In March, the 
Kennedys obtained CBD oil from the local dispensary and 
saw an immediate difference - Beatrice’s night seizures 
stopped. Not only that, but she became more alert, more 
playful, and began showing signs of laughter. 

Lockhart mother CJ Jakel shares a similar story of her 
young son, Callen. Diagnosed with epilepsy at 17 months, 
he underwent 100-200 seizures a day. The intensity and 
duration of seizures fluctuated over the past seven years; 
but since taking CBD oil, Callen hasn’t had a seizure in 107 
days. “I 100% believe that it is due to the oil,” said CJ. 
However, initially it was difficult for the Jakels to get a pre¬ 
scription; Callen’s neurologist wasn’t yet on the Compas¬ 
sionate Use Program doctor registry, and it takes not one 
but two physicians to get the oil. 

That problem stands as one of the major barriers to 
access for the state’s estimated 150,000 intractable epilepsy 
patients, who have only a pool of 42 physicians to consult 
for the substance. 


Compassionate Cultivation CEO Morris Denton 



Since securing a state license last October, Compassionate 
Cultivation has grown 14 marijuana plant harvests and 
served nearly 350 patients, with a 70% success return rate. 
CEO Morris Denton said the lack of failures in its operations 
so far is “almost unheard of” for a startup in a new industry, 
and hopes lawmakers soon allow for an expansion of the 
product. Right now, CBD oil is one of the “hardest” medica¬ 
tions to get your hands on, said Denton. The way the pro¬ 
gram is set up makes it “very restrictive and flat-out oner¬ 
ous” for a doctor to get registered. 

“We’ve got to find a way to reduce the complexity and 
difficulty in getting doctors on the registry,” said Denton. 


“We’ve now proven that this works, so why wouldn’t we be 
finding a way to make it less cumbersome to get and more 
readily available? I’m sure many potential patients aren’t 
getting access today. It’s as simple as that.” 

One of those few participating doctors is local neurologist 
Dr. Karen Keough, of Child Neurology Consultants of 
Austin. Keough is one of four CBD-prescribing doctors in 
the Austin area. She’s seen various results in patients but 
overall has found the oil is “more impactful” to a higher 
portion of patients than she “ever imagined.” About 20% of 
patients taking the Lonestar CBD oil have shown marked 
improvements, while 10 patients have reported a more than 
90% reduction in seizures. 

Elated for her patients’ progress, Keough still worries 
about not just the low number of her colleagues on the state 
registry, but their location, pointing to strained access in 
rural areas. Indeed, in our review of the Texas Department 
of Safety physician registry, most prescribing doctors are 
concentrated in major metropolitan areas like Houston and 
Dallas. We couldn’t locate any south of San Antonio or in all 
of West Texas. 

Keough recognizes the registry is clunky, time-consum¬ 
ing, and there’s a lot of back and forth. Adding to those bar¬ 
riers is the notion a doctor can potentially be held liable for 
prescribing a schedule 1 narcotic, illegal by federal law. 
Heather Fazio of Texans for Responsible Marijuana 
Policy attributes the small number of docs to the bill lan¬ 
guage. Authors chose to use the word “prescribe” in lieu of 
“recommend” as most states that allow medical marijuana 
have done, shifting greater liability to physicians. 

“Using ‘prescribe’ likely crippled this program because of 
how dangerous it is for doctors,” said Fazio, who long pre¬ 
dicted this problem. “Changing it to ‘recommend’ would 
give them the reassurance what they’re doing won’t get 
them in trouble with the DEA.” Fazio’s group - with com¬ 
mitment from Rep. Eddie Lucio III, D-Brownsville - is 
working ahead of the 2019 legislative session to make the 
program more inclusive and less potentially dangerous for 
doctors. 

In the meantime, physicians like Dr. Keough remain 
undeterred by the many state-imposed barriers. “If the 
feds wanted to crack down on the cannabis industry, I 
doubt they’re going to start with a neurologist in Texas 
treating children,” said Keough. “I think they have bigger 
fish to fry.” - Mary Tuma

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Making the Grade 

What follows five years of failure at Mendez Middle School?

Two weeks ago, when the Texas Education 
Agency released district and campus scores 
as part of its new A-F accountability system, 
five schools in the Austin Independent 
School District received failing grades. That 
designation for one such school, Rosedale, 
at 49th Street and Burnet Road, was partic¬ 
ularly galling for district officials, who 
argued it should never have been rated: The 
school services students with severe special 
needs, and many are unable to even give 
answers on the State of Texas Assessments 
of Academic Readiness (STAAR) exams 
that are a major component in establishing 
campus grades. Officials described the 
school’s 56% score as “simply demoraliz¬ 
ing” to faculty and parents, and considered 
it clear evidence of one way in which the 
A-F system needed to change. In the future, 
they hoped the district could petition the 
state to exempt schools such as Rosedale. 

More expected was the mark for Mendez 
Middle School, which received its fifth con¬ 
secutive failing grade. Usually that brings 
sanction by the state - which used to close 
those schools down, or take control of them 
from the district - but a new law passed by 
the Texas Legislature last year now allows 
districts to partner with charter schools to 
improve a campus’ performance. So in July, 
the TEA approved a contract between AISD 
and the Texas Science, Technology, Engi¬ 
neering, and Mathematics Coalition 
(T-STEM), and gave the group control over 
the school’s budget, curriculum, and per¬ 
sonnel decisions. Communities in Schools 
of Central Texas and the UTeach Institute 
also provide campus support. 

The law stipulates Mendez be exempt 
from receiving a grade at the end of the cur¬ 
rent school year, but the Dove Springs 


school will be graded again in 2020. If it 
gets another failing grade, AISD could 
again be faced with the decision to close 
down a community school. Critics of the 
A-F system say this is just one of the prob¬ 
lems with how TEA assesses school perfor¬ 
mance. They say the grades are punitive 
and ignore the holistic learning experience 
that many AISD schools offer. They’d like 
an accountability system that relies not 
purely on academic performance, but also 
incorporates the “culture and climate” of a 
classroom, intrinsically valuable programs 
such as fine arts or athletics, and other 
measures they say are important to judging 
a school’s level of success. But for the next 
five years at least, according to TEA 
Commissioner Mike Morath, A-F will be the 
measure by which Texas public schools are 
judged. Understanding how the system 
works, what it overlooks, and how the dis¬ 
trict plans to respond will play an impor¬ 
tant role in how AISD’s schools are viewed 
in that time. 

THE MEANING OF FAILURE 

Since 1994, the state has issued some sort 
of accountability rating to public school 
and open-enrollment charter districts. The 
methods of determining a school’s perfor¬ 
mance have changed, but the frustration 
school leaders feel about how their perfor¬ 
mance is measured has remained constant. 
The latest iteration of a state accountability 
system, signed into law in 2015, directs the 
TEA to create a rating system which assigns 
an A-F letter grade to schools and districts. 
In 2017, Rep. Dan Huberty, R-Houston, who 
chairs the Public Education Committee, 
introduced House Bill 22, which would 
incorporate some of the feedback gathered

by the state’s education agency. The chang¬ 
es brought by HB 22 included establishing 
three performance “domains”; reducing 
reliance on standardized tests; postponing 
campus grades to August of 2019; and intro¬ 
ducing a “local accountability system” pilot 
program in which districts would be 
allowed to develop a state-approved grad¬ 
ing system to factor into the overall score 
for individual campuses. 

Lawmakers supporting the A-F system 
argued that the grade scale - replacing the 
previous accountability measure of either 
“Met Standard” or “Improvement Required” 
- would bring more nuance to school rat¬ 
ings, and would be easier for parents and 
administrators to understand, because let¬ 
ter grades represent a familiar grading 
scale. In reality, the A-F system uses com¬ 
plex formulas to produce four letter grades 
for districts and individual campuses: one 
in each of the three domains (Student 
Achievement, School Progress, and Closing 
the Gaps), and one that’s a sum of all three. 

• Student Achievement looks at three fac¬ 
tors: performance in the STAAR exams 
(40% of the total); College, Career, and 
Military Readiness (CCMR, 40%); and grad¬ 
uation rates (20%). The CCMR metric is 
seen as a step forward for school account¬ 
ability, because it attempts to look beyond 
test scores by factoring in industry certifi¬ 
cations, college credit earned while in high 
school, and commitments to enlist in the 
U.S. armed forces. Critics note that some of 
the qualifying CCMR criteria are still 
dependent on test scores 
like AP exams and SAT 
and ACT scores. And in 
grading elementary and 
middle schools, STAAR 
accounts for 100% of 
the grade. 

• School Progress is 

broken down into two 
sections: Part A looks at 
how students improved 
year-to-year on STAAR 
exams; Part B looks at 
how students improved 
on STAAR exams and 
CCMR (where applica¬ 
ble) relative to other campuses or districts 
with similar percentages of economically 
disadvantaged students. Critics of A-F give 
the TEA credit for Part B, because it factors 
in the economic status of students, but they 
still point to the overreliance on test scores 
as a recurring problem throughout the sys¬ 
tem’s formulas. 

• Closing the Gaps parses students into 14 
distinct groups, seven of which are based 
on ethnicity. (The others include economi¬ 
cally disadvantaged status, current and 
former Special Education students, 
English Learners, and whether or not a 
student has been continuously enrolled in 
school.) Individual campuses are assessed 
based on how effectively they are helping 
to “close the gaps” in specific areas - a slew 


of individual components that differ 
depending on if the campus is an elemen¬ 
tary, middle, or high school - for each of the 
14 groups. Campuses are given points for 
each group that hits the state’s target in 
each component, and that number is used to 
calculate the total Domain Three score. For 
instance, in 2017, Mendez failed to hit state 
targets for Hispanic students in reading and 
math, so did not receive points in those cat¬ 
egories. But it did hit state targets in read¬ 
ing and math for Special Education stu¬ 
dents, and got points in those components. 

Confused yet? We’re almost done. Once 
scores are calculated in each of the three 
domains, the higher of the Domain One or 
Domain Two scores is weighted at 70% and 
combined with the Domain Three score, 
weighted at 30%, to produce the final score 
for the district or campus. Excelling in cer¬ 
tain areas qualifies districts and campuses 
for distinction honors. Conversely, failing to 
hit targets in certain areas will require addi¬ 
tional targeting and support from the state. 

Although Mendez’s first A-F grade tech¬ 
nically doesn’t count against the campus, 
because it’s exempt as a result of the dis¬ 
trict agreeing to bring in a charter, it did 
receive a 54%. After five years of missing 
the target, the Mendez community is ready 
for change. 

A DAY AT MENDEZ MIDDLE 

The scene inside Blair Hanner’s eighth- 
grade science class looks out of control. 
Students gather in groups of four around 
tables and couches, talking excitedly about 
a project. They’re constructing towers using 
toilet paper tubes, tape, and other supplies, 
with the goal of stacking as many composi¬ 
tion books on top of 
the structure as possi¬ 
ble. Other groups are 
trying to construct the 
tallest tower in the 
room, climbing atop 
tables to steady their 
towers. Hanner bounc¬ 
es back and forth 
between groups, 
answering questions, 
giving advice, offering 
praise, and keeping 
the kids from crashing. 

It looks like a fren¬ 
zy, but it’s precisely 
what Hanner wants. “Controlled chaos is 
exactly what I’d expect anyone to see when 
they walk past my classroom,” he said. “A 
lot of the old teaching strategies we used 
were drill-and-kill, and I am completely 
straying away from that with this new 
[problem-based learning] model.” 

Spend any amount of time around public 
education activists and you’ll hear those 
terms: “drill-and-kill” and “problem-based 
learning” (which is sometimes “project- 
based learning,” or often just “PBL”). The 
former is excoriated as an instructional 
method that “drills” students on content 
found in state standardized tests, often 
through repetitive worksheets and an ava¬ 
lanche of assessments, that results in “kill¬ 
ing” a student’s desire to learn. “PBL,”

meanwhile, represents an antidote, creating 
a space for students to master content stan¬ 
dards while exercising their imaginations 
and critical thinking skills through collabo¬ 
rating with one another on complex prob¬ 
lems, such as Hanner’s tower project. One 
student walked me through her group’s 
process. “We thought two rolls would be 
stronger than one,” she explained. “So, we 
cut it into two pieces and taped them 
together.” Their tower held 41 books, more 
than any other in the class. 

After Mendez’s fourth failing score in 
2017, AISD officials found themselves at a 
crossroads over what to do with the 
school. Facing state control or closure of 
the campus, AISD leaders chose instead 
to use a new law passed by the Texas 
Legislature. For the next five years, the 
school will be operated by T-STEM, with 
AISD offering resource support. (Per the 
contract between the two, the agreement 
can be terminated early for a number of 


reasons, including “the failure of T-STEM 
Coalition to satisfy program services and 
performance goal obligations ....”) In 
exchange, the school will be sent addi¬ 
tional per-student funding from the state, 
and TEA will exempt it from being graded 
at the end of the year. Among the many 
changes T-STEM will bring to Mendez, 
one of the most prominent will be an 
emphasis on PBL. Students in all classes, 
across all grade levels, will spend more 
time engaged in hands-on, problem-solv¬ 
ing activities designed to teach content 
standards found in the STAAR exams, 
while stimulating creativity and collabo¬ 
ration within and among students. The 
idea is that students will be so engaged by 
the work they are doing that they’ll want 
to spend more time in the classroom. 
School leaders hope more time in the seat 
will translate to improved academic per¬ 
formance.

One of those school leaders, Principal 
Joanna Carrillo-Rowley, will play a pivotal 
role in Mendez’s second-chance year. 
Carrillo-Rowley is something of a ringer, 
recruited by T-STEM from Midland ISD, 
where she established a reputation for turn¬ 
ing around schools. With over two decades 
of experience in public education - includ¬ 
ing nearly half of that time leading schools 
as a principal or assistant principal - 
Carrillo-Rowley is well-positioned to bring 
the changes parents and teachers have 
longed for at Mendez. 

Before she agreed to accept the position, 
however, Carrillo-Rowley toured the cam¬ 
pus in May to see firsthand what she’d be 
getting into. She described a sense of defeat 
that hung over the faculty and students, but 
also “a hunger to succeed” that inspired her 
to commit. “I’ve been in schools before with 
teachers that want to succeed, and just need 
someone to lead them,” she said. “I saw that 
at Mendez, but I always remind them, it’s 
not just me that will get us there. We’re a 
family.” 

Hanner and other teachers I spoke with 
agreed that Carrillo-Rowley helped rein¬ 
vigorate the staff, 60% of whom decided to 
stay on in May after they were presented 
with T-STEM’s plan for the school. (Carrillo- 
Rowley hired 22 new teachers with varying 
levels of experience to fill the vacancies.) 
Teachers described a “cultural shift” that 
emphasized establishing relationships with 
students. Each teacher will have a 30-min¬ 
ute “family time” period each day in which 
students can open up to their teacher and 
classmates about challenges they’re facing 
outside of the classroom, something that 
Carrillo-Rowley said is important to estab¬ 
lishing trust between stu¬ 
dent and teacher. 

Kaeli Helmink, a teach¬ 
er who works with small 
groups of students to 
improve their reading 
comprehension, also said 
Carrillo-Rowley and the 
T-STEM leaders set a prec¬ 
edent early on that the 
teachers would be trusted 
to create lessons and con¬ 
duct their class in the way 
they thought would work 
best. “We still teach” state content stan¬ 
dards, Helmink explained. “But we get to 
tap into our creativity by designing our 
projects around them how we want. ... It 
has been hugely empowering.” 

But Carrillo-Rowley has no illusions 
about the challenges she, her teachers, and 
the student body face. Over 90% of the stu¬ 
dent population is classified as economical¬ 
ly disadvantaged, and nearly half are 
English language learners; both groups are 
disadvantaged when it comes to taking 
state tests. “Am I nervous about scores? Yes, 
absolutely,” Carrillo-Rowley said. “But as 
I’ve learned, you have to put systems in 
place for a kid to become successful. ... 
That’s what we’re all about right now, estab¬ 
lishing relationships and keeping kids in 
their seats, so they can learn.” 



THE AUTHENTIC EXPERIENCE 

Needless to say, public school officials 
who decry the premium state leaders place 
on standardized test scores are frustrated 
with the A-F system. Each of the three 
domains depends, to some degree, on how 
students perform on STAAR exams. That’s 
a problem, says Ed Riller, an education 
researcher at Penn State University (and 
before that, at UT) who studies school 
accountability systems in several states. He 
says there’s a “strong correlation” between 
a student’s “background characteristics” 
and their scores on standardized tests, and 
that’s a flaw in any accountability system 
that relies too heavily on those scores. 

Students who are eco¬ 
nomically disadvantaged, 
English language learners, 
or who have special needs 
don’t perform as well as 
their peers on standard¬ 
ized tests. “These are fac¬ 
tors that are generally out¬ 
side the control of the 
teacher in the classroom,” 
Riller said. “It’s unfair to 
expect those students to 
consistently match the 
performance of their 
peers.” He added that school funding, 
access to quality teachers, and the econom¬ 
ic conditions in the area are all factors that 
contribute to test scores that schools and 
districts have little to no influence over. 

Riller did acknowledge that Texas’ A-F 
system attempts to address that problem by 
comparing a school or district’s perfor¬ 
mance relative to similar schools and dis¬ 
tricts, and by separating out different 
groups of students and comparing their 
performances. But he said the system over¬ 
all “was not fair and accurate,” because of 
its reliance on tests scores. “The system 
Texas has set up is going to send some 
incorrect messages, because they are not 
doing enough to remove the influence of 
factors that are outside the control of the 
school in calculating grades.”

A chief complaint among A-F critics is 
that beyond the easily comprehensible let¬ 
ter grades that serve as the face of the sys¬ 
tem, the underlying components that pro¬ 
duce the letter grades will be overlooked by 
the casual observer. Although the TEA pro¬ 
duced a detailed data portal that contains 
the raw numbers that make up the summa- 
tive scores, it remains to be seen how that 
tool is being used. TEA spokesperson Laur¬ 
en Callahan said the www.txschools.org 
website had received 1.57 million unique 
visitors, one possible measure of how much 
the data is being viewed. 

But many parents, teachers, or students 
will see the final score for their campus or 
district and stop there. “It’s easy to draw con¬ 
clusions,” said Debra Ready, AISD’s execu¬ 
tive director of accountability and assess¬ 
ment. “But I don’t think it’s all that easy to 
understand.” Ready said the accountability 
system doesn’t do enough to factor in the 
challenges that districts and schools face in 
educating economically disadvantaged stu¬ 
dents and English language learners. She 
pointed to the difference in district scores for 
AISD (89%) and neighboring Round Rock 
ISD (90%). Though they’re close, AISD serves 
a student population that is 53% economical¬ 
ly disadvantaged and 28% English language 
learners, compared to RRISD’s 26% and 9%, 
respectively. Parents who don’t dig into the 
data to get a fuller picture of how a score is 
calculated may miss out on that nuance. 

Lisa Goodnow, AISD’s associate superin¬ 
tendent of academics and social & emo¬ 
tional learning, stressed that parents valued 
other factors beyond STAAR results that 
make a school beneficial to students, but 
are not factored into the A-F grade. She 
pointed to the district’s popular dual-lan¬ 
guage programs, fine arts academies, and 
early college high schools that “prepare 
students for success in career and life.” 

District officials often pointed to the 
“authentic experiences” they say are created 
in the various campuses that utilize project- 
based learning (the approach Mendez will 
take in the coming year) as an important 



factor in assessing school quality that the A-F 
system misses. They say a PBL curriculum 
teaches important life and career skills, such 
as cooperation and collaboration, problem 
solving, critical thinking, and communica¬ 
tion, that are not easily measured in an assess¬ 
ment. ‘You’re not going to get a job where 
your performance is based on whether or not 
you can answer a multiple-choice question,” 
said Michelle Cavazos, AISD’s chief officer for 
school leadership. “The more we can give our 
students authentic experiences, the better 
prepared they’ll be when they leave us.” 

EFFECTIVE MEASUREMENTS 

AISD is one of 20 districts participating 
in the pilot program that was added as a 
provision of HB 22 after pressure across the 
state. District officials sought input from 
teachers, students, parents, and other com¬ 
munity stakeholders to help develop what 
they hope will be an effective balance to the 
state-mandated accountability metrics. 
Ready described a local accountability sys¬ 
tem that would take into account literacy 
rates in kindergarten through second-grade 
students, proficiency in project-based learn¬ 
ing, teacher retention rates, how the district 
does with community engagement, and the 
impact of fine arts programs. And Goodnow 
emphasized that the system AISD devel¬ 
oped will measure growth in more ways 
than the A-F system currently does, some¬ 
thing she said was rated as a valuable met¬ 
ric for the AISD community. 

The district worked with TEA researchers 
to develop a system capable of effectively 
measuring all of those data points in a sta¬ 
tistically valid and reliable way. If the plan 
is approved - which could happen any day 
- the district will be able to fold the results 
of their own accountability ratings into the 
scores generated from the state’s formulas, 
with each accounting for 50% of a school’s 
overall score. “We’ve only implemented half 
of HB 22 at this point,” said Ready. “And 
we’re feeling confident that the community 
will be satisfied with the accountability 
standards we’ve developed.” ■

Will talent beget success? 


At Big 12 Media Day in July, Texas football coach Tom Herman 
boasted that 60 of the 2018 Longhorns can vertically leap at least 30 
inches, 34 can squat over 500 pounds, and 42 can power-clean at 
least 300. Impressive? Yes. Significant of success? No. The Horns 
persistently lure top talent, but as of this decade, measurables 
aren’t translating to wins. 

Last year, an opening home loss against unranked Maryland 
replayed the despondent 
tone that has permeated 
the program since Mack 
Brown’s departure. This 
year, a week-one rematch 
against the Terrapins is 
the team’s first chance to 
change the losing tune. 

For that to happen, 
consistent quarterback 
play is vital. Sophomore 
Sam Ehlinger was 
named starter with two 
weeks left still to the 
opener, something the 
team hopes will slow last 
year’s ever-rotating shuf¬ 
fle between Ehlinger and 
junior Shane Buechele. 

With Aaron Rodgers- 
esque pocket wizardry, 
the Westlake native’s 
ability to extend plays off 
his first read is special. 

At times, though, Sam’s 
insistence on the big 
play leads to silly turnovers. 

The Horns surround Ehlinger with as promising of a receiving 
corps that the Big 12 has to offer. Collin Johnson’s six-foot-six 
frame makes him a red-zone magnet and someone Texas should 
look to target anytime he’s faced with one-on-one coverage. Just 
two inches shorter, Lil’Jordan Humphrey has comparable ball 
skills to Johnson with the added shake and quickness of a running 
back. With seven players currently competing for carries, the Horns 
may consider putting Humphrey back there for some snaps. 


Texas will have to lean on newcomers Tre Watson and Keaontay 
Ingram to make an impact in the backfield right away. Watson, a 
Cal graduate transfer, has rare shiftiness while freshman Ingram 
comes in ranked as the top high school running back in the state. 
Combining elite vision with a tall and strong downhill running 
style, Ingram is the freshman to keep an eye on this season. 

If the offensive line improves, Texas has the skills to score in bunch¬ 
es and the defense to do 
the rest. In 2017, coordi¬ 
nator Todd Orlando’s 
unit was one of the top 
ranked in the Big 12, and 
fifth in the nation in 
terms of efficiency. With 
an uncertain front seven, 
however, it will be diffi¬ 
cult to replace the play¬ 
making ability of the 
departed lineman Poona 
Ford and linebacker 
Malik Jefferson. 

Deshon Elliott’s absence 
won’t be as dearly missed 
in the secondary where 
Texas brings in the top 
three ranked freshmen in 
the country in B.J. Foster, 
DeMarvion Overshown, 
and Caden Sterns. It may 
be weeks, even months, 
before the young studs 
see significant playing 
time, though, as they’ll be 
competing for snaps with an already deep group highlighted by senior 
cornerback Kris Boyd and the fast-improving sophomore safety 
Brandon Jones. The bunch will be counted on to stifle elite offenses on 
the schedule led by a week three tilt vs. USC. 

Texas again has the talent to win the Big 12. Whether or not that 
happens depends on Ehlinger and the rest of the Horns improving 
on the mental lapses that cost them too many games a year ago. The 
table is set for Texas to turn talent into trophies once again; it’s the 
2018 Longhorns’ turn to sit down and eat. - Jeremy Steinberger

Alcohol is pretty much the only salve that soothes the weary football soul, while at the 
same time filling it with gallons of false hope and grandeur that the rudderless team you 
love will suddenly put it all together and stomp the very next team that dares to cross its 
path in a theatre of war. Nobody doubts this. This is exactly why beer is the essential ingre¬ 
dient for enjoying a full college football season the way Steve Sarkisian intended: laced to 
the gills.

Here at the Chronicle, we’re inclined to present you with Austin’s newest class of tailgat¬ 
ing beers. Yes, there are still the legends of the parking lot, like Austin Beerworks’ Pearl 
Snap, Hops & Grain’s Zoe, and Live Oak Pilz, so if you decline to heed any new potables 
this season in favor of these icons, fine. But if you feel like showing up with some recently 
released, sessionable, and easily transportable canned efforts from a few underappreciated 
breweries around town, read on. - Eric Puga 



NXNW | NORTHERN 
LIGHT HELLES (5% ABV) 

Lagers are always a wise choice for 
distance drinking: light, clean, lower in 
alcohol, and mild in flavor. This classic 
NXNW beer (which recently made it to 
aluminum packaging) has a low hop 
profile and a slight grassy undertone 
to get you in a competitive mood. 

HI SIGN | VIOLET THE 
BLUEBERRY BLONDE 

(5.1% ABV) 

A smooth-drinking ale with subtle 
fruitiness that isn’t cloying or 
obnoxious to drink by the half-dozen 
in Austin’s unrelenting heat. Violet is 
the berry-flavored sister of Hi Sign’s 
Christie the American Blonde - a nice 
session beer in its own right - but the 
blueberry kicks it up three notches. 



CIRCLE BREWING | FANNY PACK 
KOLSCH (4.8% ABV) 

Fanny Pack is Circle’s simulacrum of a traditional German 
kolsch, where this interpretation is made with Huell Melon hops 
that suggest sweet notes of honeydew, apricot, and strawberry 
that dazzle the palate much the same way that the beer’s 
exterior packaging dazzles the eyes. 

WHITESTONE BREWERY | LOVELY DAY 

IPA (6.8% ABV) 

Sure, IPA nerds have a love affair with mosaic hops, but the 
centennials are the superstars of Lovely Day’s lineup: piney, 
citrusy, and floral, with tropical notes from the Mandarina 
Bavaria hops as the dependable role players. This mild IPA has 
a great finish that cleans the palate well, with enough punch to 
keep you as loose as A&M’s admissions standards. 

CELIS | WHITE (4.9% ABV) 

This classic and delicious Austin beer has finally come to 
cans after decades of inactivity, which just might be the 
perfect metaphor for Tom Herman bringing the Longhorns back 
from the land of the dead.

In April of 2017, on his 36th birthday, Roger Lopez - a barber at Zeus’ Barbershop on 
South Congress - was feeling down. His solution? Go help somebody else. 

“Why expect a blessing? Why expect a gift? I thought, I’m gonna go give somebody else a 
gift,” he says. “I’m gonna go give somebody a free haircut.” 

So Lopez brought his barber kit and a chair to the corner of E. Seventh Street and N. 1-35, 
underneath the shade of the overpass, and gave 22 free haircuts - one to any homeless per¬ 
son who wanted one. Just over a year later, he’s still there once per month (every last Sunday 
starting at 10am), usually accompanied by a group of up to six volunteers - some barbers, 
some helping with security - who call themselves H4H, or Haircuts for Homeless. “Snapshot” 
joined the participants on Aug. 26 to document and gather insights on the program, which to 
date has donated 325 free haircuts to Austin’s homeless population. 



H4H depends on 
volunteers - sometimes 
it’s just Lopez (middle), 
longtime friend Teresa 
Miller (left, a nurse at the 
nearby CommUnityCare 
clinic, who keeps track of 
sign-ups), and Carolina 
Scogin of Finley’s 
Barber Shop (right): 

“It’s not a paid position. 
Nobody’s clocking in, no 
badges, no government 
funding,” Lopez says. 
“It’s got a lot of great 
spiritual benefits, [but] 
if a volunteer was for 
whatever reason busy 
with family, home, or 
work, I don’t take that as 
something personal.” 


Scogin emigrated from Venezuela in 1999 without 
any family or resources and sees her volunteer time 
as paying it forward for those who helped her: “I 
thought, man, those people probably are in the same 
situation as I was when I came here. These people 
... they’re humans, and they don’t have anything. A 
haircut does change people, changes people’s hearts. 
It’s me saying, ‘Everything is going to be OK.’” 



A year-plus on, what H4H needs most is more 
volunteers, and not necessarily barbers: “The more 
volunteers, the better, and everyone’s welcome - just 
bring yourself,” Lopez says. “You don’t gotta bring 
bottles, you don’t gotta bring sandwiches, you don’t 
gotta be a barber or bring socks or anything like 
that. Just be out here for support. Stand around, joke 
around as if it was a barbershop.” 



Lopez’s dedication stems from experience living “at 
the mercy of the streets”: “I know what it’s like to 
be without a single friend, a single family member, 
being addicted to drugs, not being able to control 
your addiction,” he says, adding that he draws 
from principles of anonymous recovery programs. 
“Indirectly, I hope I’m saying, ‘I was homeless at one 
point in my life, and it’s been a long time since I had 
to do that, so there’s hope. You can get out of it. You 
don’t have to stay in that cycle forever.’”

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“Life” Is a 
Four-Letter Word 

When your world is crap, the improv alchemists at Fallout 
Theater’s Fuck This Week can turn it into comedy gold

“Middle fingers up, put them hands high / 
Wave it in his face, tell him, ‘Boy, bye!’” 

- Beyonce, “Sorry” 

Your kid chipped three teeth at school. 
Your pet shredded a grant proposal you’d 
been writing for months. Your car sounds 
like a dying yak. You could relax by taking 
a daylong nap, by getting baked and watch¬ 
ing Office Space, or by venturing out on a 
Monday night to talk about the shit hand 
that life dealt you, in the hopes that a group 
of funny strangers can turn your crap into 
comedy gold. 

Enter Fuck This Week, an improv show 
that says “Piss off!” to the week every 
Monday at Fallout Theater. Fallout knows 
something about laughing in the midst of 
soul-crushing BS. Once part of the burgeon¬ 
ing New Movement comedy franchise based 
in ATX and NOLA, the club waded through 
a swampy mire of sexual misconduct allega¬ 
tions that led to closures, resignations, and 
new management - a scandal serious 
enough to merit coverage in Vulture and on 
Splitsider - before emerging, newly named, 


fiercer, and funnier than ever. (Our own 
Wayne Alan Brenner’s feature on the Fallout 
is online at austinchronicle.com.) 

After a winter full of traumatic loss and 
subzero temperatures while earning an 
MFA in New England, I drove cross-coun¬ 
try to start my life in Austin. Months of 


strikeout job interviews later, I’m still temp¬ 
ing. Few things appeal to me more right 
now than a night of comedy. Plus, I love the 
idea of ending the first day of the business 
week with lolz at life, work, and The Man. 
Not all folks share that view, though. “I 
don’t understand why this is on a Monday,” 
wrote one Facebook commenter. “Wouldn’t 
it make more sense on a Friday or Saturday 
since the week just ended?” It might, but 
catharsis doesn’t have to be logical. It has to 
make us feel better. And boy howdy, did 
Fuck This Week fit the bill. 

Once I made it inside the converted fall¬ 
out shelter (hence the name), I learned that 
evening’s show was sold out. (Word to the 
wise: Reserve your ticket in advance for $5, 
plus fees, via Eventbrite.) 
Fortunately, the box office had a 
press ticket held for me. So I 
navigated through a sea of mil¬ 
lennial Austinites and a smatter¬ 
ing of boomers clutching sweaty 
cups of mixed drinks or cans of 
Lone Star, the PBR of the TX 
hipster (booze courtesy of full bar 
service from Party Pulse). On the 
wall behind the bartender hung a banner 
reading “Fallout Theater” in loopy psyche¬ 
delic Sixties font, and two arcade games sat 
nestled in a nearby corner. Buzzcocks and 
New Order blasted through the speakers as 
a staff member rang a boxing bell to signify 
showtime, before herding us all into the 
intimate staging area. I recorded the whole 
thing like a customer service request into a 
call center helpline, then did what every 
good journalist should: I sat in a dark cor¬ 
ner alone with no one seated next to me. 

The premise of Fuck This Week is simple: 
Cast members ask audience members for 
stories of terrible things that happened to 
them, then use those events as a spring¬ 
board for improv scenes. Normally, nine 
performers act these out, but on the night I 
went, the cast was only five: Yamina 
Khouane, Carlos LaRotta (also a member of 
the Fallout Governing Board), Chris 


McKeever, Frank Netscher, and Mason 
Pitluk (Fallout’s artistic director). Off that 
night were Mia Iseman, Maria Pond, 
Chadwick Smith, and Alex Walker. 

They may have been down by almost half 
of their team, but that didn’t stop these 
improvisers from putting on a fantastic 
hourlong show. Three women shared sto¬ 
ries: of cross-country trips to buy already- 
sold cars, of relentless Yelp commenters 
and bosses who still refuse to own comput¬ 
ers in 2018, and of entrapment in yearlong 
leases on shithole apartments with exorbi¬ 
tant pet fees. Before each scene, the audi¬ 
ence was instructed to raise either glasses 
or middle fingers high and shout “Fuck this 
week!” to the rafters. Performers moved 
like tag-team wrestlers on and off 
the stage, sending each scene 
into a spiral of hilarious absurdi¬ 
ties. Highlights: apartments 
haunted by the ghosts of orphans, 
running gags of finger mustaches 
and the word(s) “peccadilloes” 
and/or “picadillo,” a car-kidnap¬ 
ping bird, and an epic showdown 
between “Ground Police” and 
“Sky Police.” 

Simply put, Fuck This Week is totally 
fucking worth it; queue up the Bangles and 
transform your Manic Monday into a 
Rmday ASAP 

p.s. Remember how I mentioned that I 
recorded the performance for journalistic 
purposes? There was so much distortion on 
the resulting MP3 that it was completely 
unusable. 

Yeah, seriously ... fuck this week. ■

Rocking the Heat 

In Aztlan Dance Company’s The Enchilada Western: Texas 
Deep Fried, dancing desperados persisted and partied

Roen Salinas, artistic director of Aztlan 
Dance Company, began the show by light¬ 
ing a fire. The small flame danced against 
the backdrop (painted by James Lawrence 
Thornton), a mountain-desert landscape 
under lava-colored clouds serving as a 
reminder that outside the air-conditioned 
black box, the heat index was still 
{still) around 100 degrees. An altar 
of sorts - bebidas, plantas - was set 
up stage right. A beautiful dancer in 
an embroidered muumuu, Ivelisse 
Santiago as the Coyolxauhqui Healer 
(Coyolxauhqui being an 
Aztec moon goddess 
with a violent past), 
wafted the smoke from 
burned sage around the 
room. Clearly, we were 
about to be immersed in 
a hot, semiurban wilderness. 

I first visited the company at its home, 
the Santa Cruz Theater (then the Santa Cruz 
Center for Culture) on East Seventh across 
from Huston-Tillotson University, a decade 
ago. Looking at my notes from visits since that 
time, I can see the new-Eastside, gentrified 


nightlife edging in on the little theatre, but it 
remains triumphant, a beacon. The bars and 
condos that are now adjacent to the Santa 
Cruz situate it physically where it perhaps 
has always lived in spirit: at the center of 
cultural and personal histories with many- 
tentacled references, constant code-shifts, 
and mercurial reference points. Salinas’ 
shows - “choreodramas” - are rich 
with layered and intermingled experi¬ 
ences and identities, represented in 
contemporary and folklorico dance, 
theatre, and art. Despite their fluid¬ 
ity and shapeshifting, 
they have aplomb, not 
to mention persevering 
optimism and a sense 
of humor. 

The Santa Cruz is 
surely the most colorful 
black box in town - an Instagrammable mural 
on the exterior leads to an art gallery, a cafe, 
a raised stage for dance-friendly sightlines, 
comfortable vintage plush seats, and, often, 
women with flowers in their hair. A man in the 
row in front of mine came in late, and before 
sitting down, he kissed two female friends

on the cheek. By then, the six Dancing 
Desperados - the women in braids, the men 
in boleros - had already been confronted by 
a nemesis, the Toniquero (Paul Del Bosque), 
a dark-shaded pusher peddling a dangerous 
elixir that threatened to seduce, confuse, and 
corrupt the division between life and death. 
With bare feet, the Desperados rolled across 
the floor like tumbleweeds, blown over by the 
convolution of two worlds. 

To a playlist ranging from Calexico to 
Mariachi el Bronx, the Desperados persisted, 
driving their shoulders into beats and whirling 
on a dime only to reground themselves. During 
the course of the show, they slayed the magi¬ 
cal Toniquero at least two times, tempting 


La Diabla (the powerful Olivia Rodriguez) and 
inciting La Muerte, a Dfa de los Muertos skel¬ 
eton come to life (Milinda Hernandez). As they 
gained strength against the Toniquero, they 
donned their folklorico boots, hammering out 
rhythms that rocked the seats in the house 
and incited gritos from the audience. 

Eventually, in a narrative helped along 
by master of ceremonies Salinas, the 
Desperados triumphed and equilibrium was 
restored. At the Santa Cruz, of course, regard 
less of what your cultural references are or 
what borough or barrio you came from, such 
restoration, temporary or not, is an occasion 
to put on your reinforced heels, right where 
you are, and party.

“THE INDIGO SHOW”

Blue has the honor of being the most 
favored of favorite colors. Unfortunately for 
many admirers, it has historically also been 
one of the most difficult pigments to pro¬ 
duce, found rarely in nature, and reserved for 
the rich and royal. Present-day azure-ophiles 
suffer far less, though, with synthetic dyes 
in abundance and even natural pigments 
easier to produce on a greater level. Of all 
the blues, perhaps the most intense, most 
moody and wallowing, most serene and 
opulent, is indigo. 

Recspec Gallery’s current group show, “The 
Indigo Show,” curated by jewelry maker and 
artist Holly Bobisuthi, chooses a common 
thread dyed this deepest blue. Bobisuthi’s 
eye for little treasures turns here from met¬ 
als to a color theme and, personally, textiles. 
She contributes to the show The Blue Dress. 
Hand-dyed and handsewn, the fabric sculp¬ 
ture as it hangs on the wall looks far from 
wearable but is undeniably beautiful and 
enticing, a tumble of dyed cotton pocked 
with minuscule and varying shades of blue 
stitches, framed by an embroidery hoop, 
seemingly still in progress. 

The 17 artists gathered by Bobisuthi tackle 
the prompt from a variety of viewpoints and 
mediums. There is tattoo ink on skin (Annie 
Alonzi and Eric Redpath’s Blue Lady blushes 
cornflower in a photo of the inkwork on some¬ 
one’s arm), a large whirlpool of midnight- 
glazed ceramic (Jenn Lamb’s Forces Act Upon 
It serves as a reflection of the endless blues 
we associate with both above and below, a 
stoneware portal), and adorable gouache 


paintings (Heather Sundquist Hall’s water¬ 
scape Blue Is True, where rock, water, and 
sky surround an eerie, almost glowing swan 
boat in a flood of blue), to name a few. 

In hearing the name of the show, one 
expects things of luxury and melancholy, with 
hints of otherworldliness. As rare in auras as 
it is in the natural world, an important aspect 
of indigo is its sacredness. This spring, I had 
my aura photographed and read and discov¬ 
ered an indigo patch in my aura pulsing just 
over my heart, indicating, I was told, a deep 
intuition and spirituality. Mary Grisey’s Anima/ 
Animus Talisman channels the transmundane 
hue’s throbbing devotion. The sculpture hangs 
from a heavy-looking chain and hook, evok¬ 
ing the ascetic violence of a whip and a 
rough-hewn piety. Created from handwoven 
linen and horsehair, the gathered fibers are 
stained bruising blue-black-brown with indigo, 
quebracho, rust, and black walnut dyes. 

Joni Mitchell, whose color-titled albums 
pull exclusively from the blue family, pref¬ 
aced “indigo” with “turbulent” in her 1994 
album title. OPI, the nail polish brand, went 
with “indignantly indigo” when naming their 
bluish-purpley-black polish shade. Really, 
though, the color needs no adjective. Indigo 
alone implies all that it needs to, and so 
“The Indigo Show” is perfectly concise and 
perfectly timed. In late August, when the air 
is thick and stifling and time stretches like a 
heat mirage, I can think of little more appeal¬ 
ing than a cool room with beautiful objects 
and pools, or thimblefuls, of indigo.

The Snake Farm in New Braunfels has grown up. More than 
just a herpetarium, the iconic attraction on 1-35 has expanded to 
become Animal World and Snake Farm Zoo. 

Opened in 1967, the roadside stand housed an impressive 
collection of reptiles. Since 2007, it has grown to include more 
warm and fuzzy animals with legs. The park is a fully accredited 
zoo with more than 500 species of animals, some exotic and 
some of the barnyard variety. 

There are still lots of snakes. I have to agree with Ray Wylie 
Hubbard in his song “Snake Farm” that the idea of a place where 
they raise more snakes sounds kind of disgusting. The reality is 
much more sedate and less creepy. 

It might influence your decision to stomp through tall grass 
when you see how many kinds of snakes there are in the Texas 
section of the reptile house. You many never go outdoors again 
when you discover how many kinds of rattlesnakes there are. 

The park takes the edge off the fear factor with our slithering 
friends by staging interactive shows throughout the day where 
guests get to meet the residents. All in all it’s a lot of fun playing 
with the goats in the petting zoo, watching the big cats play in 
their swimming pool, and laughing at the primates swinging in 
their cages. You can’t say you’re a local until you’ve visited the 
Snake Farm at least once.

The Oral History of ABGB

In a city like Austin, it is downright invigorating to have such a 
staple of rustic, provincial “Old Austin” culture representing the 
pragmatists as does the Austin Beer Garden Brewing Company. 
The name itself delivers on four promises, though few of its fans 
ever refer to it by its Christian name, and have instead adopted a 
smoother delivery in the form of the ABGB. 

That’s because simplicity is the dominant practice at this 
South Austin brewery, which triples as a community mess hall 
and impromptu honky-tonk practically every night of the week. 
The direct descendant of the original Austin pilsner house, Live 

Brian “Swifty” Peters (co-owner/brewer): 

Well, I think it goes back to when Amos 
and I met a long time ago at Bitter End 
Brewery and I was brewing there with Tim 
[Schwartz of Real Ale Brewing]. Amos had 
started doing some homebrewing and was 
always asking me for advice on this and 
that and we’d talk about lagers. That was 
in 2002. 

Amos Lowe (co-owner/brewer): I brewed in 
my driveway and had a bunch of friends 
who got together to talk about how we’d 
rather make beer for a living but we’d never 
do anything about it. I’d go over to Bitter 
End to hassle these guys, you know, to get 


Oak Brewery, through the departed tanks of the now-defunct 
Bitter End, to the brewhouses of two Uncle Billy’s Brew & Ques, 
ABGB delivers on uncomplicated lagers and straightforward rev¬ 
elry. Surely by now you’ve smashed the like button on one of 
their iconic and award-winning pilsners, or have dazzled at one of 
their creatively concocted pizzas, or marveled so hard at the spin¬ 
outs from dance floor acrobats it makes your ego quiver. The 
point is, after a triumphant five years of business, the ABGB is a 
lot of things to a lot of people. This is the story of how all of it 
came together. 

for our kellerbier. [Lowe] called and he’s like, 
“I quit engineering. I’m starting a brewery.” 
Chris Troutman (co-founder/editor-in-chief, 
Austin Beer Guide): In Austin back then 
there was Live Oak Pilz and there was what 
Swifty was doing over at Uncle Billy’s with 
Bottle Rocket. It won some awards so people 
around town started to really notice. Amos 
was just kind of stitched to Swifty from arm- 
pit to hip and together, they just started mak¬ 
ing some really great beer. It wasn’t widely 
distributed either, so you had to get down to 
the location by [Zilker] Park to get it. 

Habeab Kurdi (ABGB regular, friend of 
the brewery): Once I got to actually meet 


information. I had talked about opening a 
brewery for a long time. I had done a bunch 
of research but never really got off the dime 
and got moving on it. 

Peters: I asked Amos to come work for me 
one day a week at Uncle Billy’s in early 2009. 
I said, “You come work with me on Fridays,” 
because I could see that he wanted to. I was 
like, “Go tell Gretchen [Lowe, Amos’ wife] 
that it’s going to work out and then tell your 
boss or whatever.” And you’re like, “Yeah, 
let’s do that.” All of a sudden we started 
brewing together on Fridays. And then in 
April, I guess it was 2010, we went to [the 
World Beer Cup in] Chicago and won a medal 


Swifty through [Schwartz] and Brent 
[Sapstead] and Brad [Earbstein] who were 
all out at Real Ale ... and got to know Amos 
as well, it made sense that this culture had 
come from Bitter End to [defunct Austin 
brewery] Waterloo, through Real Ale, and 
eventually Uncle Billy’s. I was excited when 
Uncle Billy’s opened at the lake [where 
Swifty left to go brew, while Peters held 
down the park location], but I knew those 
[programs] weren’t sustainable for what 
they wanted to do. 

□ 

While future brewery plans bubbled 
beneath, future co-founders accumulated in 
the form of Houston friends Curt and Jill 
Knobloch and New York pal Mark Jensen 
who all moved from their respective cities to 
Austin on a promise to make their late-night 
drunken fantasies into a tangible reality. 

Lowe: We used to sneak my beer into ACL 
festival in coolers with false bottoms and we’d 
bring a bunch of Ozarka bottles of Pils 
because at the time there wasn’t really any¬ 
thing to drink there. That’s kind of how it 
started. [The co-founders] would all meet in 
my driveway because I lived by Zilker Park 
and we’d load up all the coolers and walk 
down. That led up to the culmination of Curt 
declaring they were gonna move to Austin 
and we were gonna build a brewery. We 
planned out a production brewery at first so 
we could close at night and go home. But then 
it was like, well, the margins [for a production 
brewery] are terrible, and you have to sell a lot 
of beer to make a living doing that. So the 
idea was, let’s just make a living and have 
some fun. That’s how we ended up a brewpub. 
Jill Knobloch (co-owner/manager/brand¬ 
ing): I have logos from even before we 
moved from Houston. I mean, there were a 
lot of different names that we were gonna 
go with and Amos would make fun of them, 
like SoCo Brew Co. and Loco Brew Co. 
Lowe: We had a lot of Brew Cos. There were 
a lot of different names and designs along 
the way. 

Knobloch: No one ever calls ABGB [by its 
long name]. Mark had thrown it out there 
before as a reference to CBGB. 

Mark Jensen (co-owner/music & event 
booking): A little bit. I wanted it to start 
with an A and wanted it to be the Austin- 
something. I thought the idea of having 
ABGB sound like radio call letters and one 
day producing our own music content 
would be attractive. Then we found this 
place and it helped that it had trees out 
there. I mean, If you’re gonna call yourself 
a beer garden it helps to have space where 
you could actually have a beer garden. 
Lowe: We looked around at a lot of spaces 
[and] when we got to go look at [this one], it 
was hard to see because there’s shit every¬ 
where. But once we got in there we were 
like, “Oh my God, it’s perfect.” All of a sud¬ 
den it’s like, “Oh, this is the Austin Beer 
Garden.” We were like, “Hey, we should 
work on the logo now.” 

Knobloch: The logo was inspired by a lot of 
different input. Amos would send me pic¬ 
tures of old surfboards and surf logos and 
signage like that. He was pretty retro in the

things he gravitated towards. I remember 
Swifty on countless times saying, “I don’t 
want it to look too slick.” I’ve said it a lot of 
times: We try really hard to make it look like 
we’re not trying too hard. If we came to a 
place where we didn’t really know the answer 
or the direction we wanted to go in, we would 
ask ourselves, “What would 1972 do?” 
Peters: So, when these guys were finished 
with the business plan, I came over and was 
like, “I love this. Can I come with you guys? 
Will you take me at all?” I wasn’t a part of 
the original picture [at ABGB]. Amos was 
like [imitates voice], “Well, let me talk to the 
partners” [laughs]. [The other co-founders] 
were like [sarcastically], “Yeah, there’s 
space.” So that was the best day of my life. 
I wanted to do an ice house brewpub [on my 
own] but they had already created some¬ 
thing that was perfect and I was just like, 
“Yeah man, I want to get in.” 

Troutman: The way I found out about 
ABGB was during a livestream of KEXP 
radio out of Seattle and the host, John 
Richards, played a request for “Brian who 
was starting a brewery in Austin.” I emailed 
Swifty and said, “Hey, I heard you’re quit¬ 
ting [UB’s] and opening a brewery.” [Swifty

later confirmed the rumor and the song, 
The The’s “This Is the Day.”] 

Peters: None of us had opened a restaurant 
before and we negotiated with the landlords 
for six months, no rent. We moved in in 
March and opened a day short of six months 
to take money because we had to be open. 
Jensen: We even had to borrow tables from 
Austin Beerworks. 

Peters: Shout-out to Austin Beerworks! 
Tim “Jesus” Stevens (executive chef): It 
was 3:30 on a Friday and there were people 
lined up outside since noon. We wouldn’t 
even open for another three and a half 
hours and there was a line. 

Lowe: We thought it was going to be a nice 
launch and it was just straight up 180 miles 
per hour right away. It was crazy. We opened 
and there were people everywhere. But we 
knew the beer was good. That was the one 
thing we had figured out. We knew we could 
do good beer.

One of the unique features of ABGB is a 
dedicated stage, specifically designed for 
local music acts as well as ABGB’s philan¬ 
thropic Hell Yes Project events, which the 
brewery heavily promotes as major advo¬ 
cates of Austin-area charities. 


Jensen: It was a totally new career for me, 
but I knew we all had pretty good musical 
taste since that’s how we all got together 
originally. So the idea of putting on a show 
here and figuring out what it was going to 
be like [made a lot of sense]. Some of [the 
booking] was trial and error but I’m sure 
that’s probably the way homebrewing starts 
too. Like, this was my first homebrew. 


Lowe: It was always in the original business 
plan to be involved in the local culture and 
to give back. It was very important to us to 
make it feel like we were doing something 
worthwhile and strive to be part of the com¬ 
munity. 

Jensen: It was a way of kind of crystallizing 


what we wanted to do from the get-go, 
community-based outreach, you know. We 
sort of picked things that were nearest and 
dearest to us. Once you started getting to 
know your [community], you just start 
thinking that we’ve gotta help these organi¬ 
zations out. I like to call myself the Julie 
McCoy of this cruise ship. It’s almost like 
we’re always out at sea and there’s always 
something going on the lido deck. 

Kurdi: The first time I showed up here was 
for a band I wanted to see onstage. I sat 
down at a picnic table and the stage is to my 
right, not to my front, and I’m like, “Who’s 
ever gonna show up here to sit at a picnic 
table and have to crane their body to 
watch?” Lo and behold, every damned table 
in the place was full and people are there 
standing and cheering and clapping. 
Basically, [ABGB] was like, “How do we cre¬ 
ate a brewery/pizza place, but kinda make it 
like Gruene Hall?” 

Troutman: I think the stage at ABGB is 
just as important as any of the fermenters 
they have. It’s as much a part of their DNA 
as anything on the menu or anything 
they’re brewing. They’ve been able to cross 
demographics in Austin. They’ve nailed it 
with food, music, and beer without putting 
it all in your face. 

Lowe: Tim’s food was a big part of it 
because there are people that come here 
just for the food. You know, I think we do 
pretty well in the beer world, but the food is 
an entire draw that we wouldn’t have had if 
it wasn’t for Tim. 


Stevens: I really didn’t know what I was 
doing, but it’s just like the thing with our 
beer, we use the best ingredients available 
and I looked at that in our food. I don’t com¬ 
pare us to like James Beard restaurants and 
stuff, but as far as brewpub food goes, 
there’s no brewpub in Texas that does what 
we do. 

□ 

No other event has showcased the tri¬ 
umphs of ABGB more than the Emmys of 
beer - the Great American Beer Festival - 
where ABGB has flexed their clout with a 
total of four gold medals, one bronze, and 
designation as Large Brewpub of the Year in 
both 2016 and 2017 . 

Lowe: Our first GABF gold was for Rocket 
100 [in 2015]. Then the next year at GABF 
we won two [medals]: a bronze for Hell Yes 
Helles and another gold for Industry Pils. 
We got to do a turnaround. 

Peters: A turnaround at GABF is when you 
win a medal and then you turn around to go 
back to the stage again before you get to 
your seats because they’ve called you up for 
another medal. 

Lowe: Like, breweries who are really good, 
they get a turnaround. I think that’s cool. 
Peters: [After that], we went out into the 
hallway outside the theatre because we 
were done with our beers and all the catego¬ 
ries were over and I mentioned something 
like we might be up for Brewpub of the 
Year. I mean, the brewery the year before 
had won with only two medals, and I was 
like, “Hey, we have two medals!” So, Amos 
went back into the theatre to watch. 

Lowe: I walked back in and they were get¬ 
ting ready to announce Large Brewpub of 
the Year and all of the sudden I see Austin 
Beer Garden Brewing flash up on the 
screen. I was like, “OH SHIT!” I had to go 
back out to the hallway and find everybody. 
And I was like, “Guys, we won! C’mon, we 
gotta go back in.” 

Peters: He was more like, “WE WON! 
GUYS! WE DID IT!” 

Lowe: Then the following year [the awards

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ceremony] was in a really small space and 
we couldn’t even get inside, so there were 
probably a thousand of us outside the the¬ 
atre. We won the first gold medal for Rocket 
100 and we end up winning [another gold] 
for Velvet Revolution pilsner. I’m thinking, 
“Man, we did better this year than last year. 
We got a real shot at Brewpub of the Year 
again.” And then they put our name back 
up there on the screen. It was like, “Large 
Brewpub of the Year, Austin Beer Garden 
Brewing Company,” and I was like, “Holy 
shit, we won it again!” 

Peters: Two times in a row [for Brewpub of 
the Year]. That’s never happened. Not that 
I’m a historian or anything, someone told 
me later. 

Troutman: Initially, they didn’t try to court 
a lot of the beer nerd scene. They just kind 
of did what they knew they were good at 
and for a long time ABGB was sorta under 
the radar. But I’d been drinking Swifty’s 
beers for years, and now I could finally 
drink them in a location that didn’t feel like 
a fucking Cracker Barrel. These guys were 
here just making their lagers, creating a 
cool scene, and cultivating this really great 
live music venue. 

Kurdi: The thing I hearken back to is my 
very first visit out here, I sat out here for 
about 15 to 20 minutes and there weren’t 
many other people around. Great moon in 
the sky. And a train is just going by. One of 
those really long industrial trains just hav¬ 
ing its way through Austin. When I first 


moved here in 1999, you could hear the 
train 10, 15 miles away and it was comfort¬ 
ing actually. Trains come through ABGB all 
the time, and that does add that old Austin 
element to me. Whether they meant to or 
not, the fact that they wound up here with 
this giant expanse of picnic tables, trees, 
and lights right on the train tracks, I find 
that really charming. 

Jensen: We all have deep connections to the 
Austin we knew and loved. I think that that’s 
true for a lot of people from the first time they 
get to Austin. There was something about try¬ 
ing to re-create that Austin from when we all 
first got here. We want to keep it as pristine as 
possible, and also help some people out with 
our Hell Yes Project too. We’ve celebrated the 
things that we loved about Austin and have 
made sure to protect it. 

Lowe: When we finally got the deal done 
and we were going to open ABGB, my wife 
said, “Congratulations. You never have to 
grow up.” Basically, from day one, it’s 
exceeded what we expected. 

Stevens: We’ve gotten better and better 
every year. 

Lowe: We’ve been around five years and 
everyone’s like, “You’re old.” Somebody 
was like, “Man, you guys are an institution.” 
You don’t even have to do something for 25 
years anymore. It’s like if you make it five 
years, that’s pretty good. After five years, 
we’ve almost got it figured out. 

Peters: Yeah, just give us five more years 
and it’ll be tight. Just five more years. ■

Stronger Than Ever 

AFTER A FORCED HIATUS, CAPITAL CITY BLACK FILM FESTIVAL 
RETURNS WITH NEW VOICES byRichartWhittaker 


Blindspotting. Black Panther. BlacKkKIansman. Sorry to Bother 
You. 2018 has been a banner year for black filmmakers, and that’s 
being reflected in the number and quality of films submitted to the 
Capital City Black Film Festival. CCBFF Executive Director Winston 
G. Williams said, “In the planning stage, we had outlined that we 
would only accept 50 films into the festival, and there were so many 
good films that it’s over 80 now. Talk about coming back strong.” 


It’s amazing that the festival is coming back at all. Last 
year was meant to be a fifth year celebration, but three 
days before the first film was supposed to unspool, a key 
sponsor backed out, meaning the whole event had to be 
canceled. Williams said, “I called each one of our advisory 
council members and I said, ‘Well, I think it’s over’ and 
they said, ‘No, you can come back from this.”' 


With that affirmation, Williams set about rebuilding: first 
step, bringing in new and talented staff, and giving them the 
authority and autonomy to excel. “We wanted to get back to 
executing on the high levels that we started on,” he said. “All 
of these people working together took a lot off me, and so I 
was able to go out and have the necessary meetings, not 
only for ’18 but for our future.” 

Festival communications director 
Desirae Jones added, “What we 
really tried to do is be purposeful 
by making sure that we are not only 
focused on bringing in brands who 
will help us generate revenue for 
the festival, but we still want to 
keep it about the filmmakers.” 

In a year when the interplay of 
sports and civic engagement has 
been in sharp focus, the revived 
festival has a particular emphasis on crossover between ath¬ 
letics and cinema, including a screening of college sports 
documentary Breaking Down Barriers: The C.R. Roberts Story 
(see “The Touchdowns That Changed Texas,” p.50) and a spe¬ 
cial retrospective screening of beloved comedy Cool Runnings. 
There will also be a celebration of the legacy of a baseball 
legend, Austin native Don Baylor, whose son Don Baylor Jr. 
will receive the Harlem Lights Award on his late father’s 
behalf for his influence and inspiration. 

For Williams, CCBFF plays a vital role in providing a forum 
for Austin’s growing African-American filmmaking community, 
and that’s why they have collaborated with the newly-found¬ 
ed nonprofit Black Film Collective - to bring those locally 
based storytellers and technicians (many of whom have 
only recently moved to Austin) together. “We have always 
known that they were here,” said Williams, “but they just 
didn’t have a community to be a part of. So working with 
the Black Film Collective and getting the word out about 
what the film festival is doing has really increased our num¬ 
bers of local participation.” 

All that outreach across the last year, as well as the rela¬ 
tionship with the collective, is designed to fit CCBFF into a 
pipeline for the filmmakers that Williams calls “CCBFF Alumni. 
We don’t just have them here and show their films and then 
disconnect from them. We stay connected, and we act as a 
resource to them. If they need referrals, if they need informa¬ 
tion, then they call us and we respond.” 

Moreover, Williams saw CCBFF as keying in to and adding 
to Austin’s bigger reputation as a film town. “Austin’s name 
carries weight around the world,” he said. “We are really com¬ 
mitted to letting the general public know that there are plat¬ 
forms where these independent films will be.” ■

The Bitter Chariot 


HORROR SHORT “SWING LOW” BRINGS SUPER¬ 
NATURAL RAGE TO SLAVERY’S STORY bychariieNeddo 


“Hell can’t hold the rage of a man with nothing left to lose.” 
Those words open supernatural slavery horror “Swing Low,” a 
story that came to scriptwriter Phil Elam when he was riding his 
bike in his hometown of Detroit. “It was like a download just came 
to me. The whole world just went away.” The resulting script was 
compelling enough for Chicago-based film industry veteran Marvin 
Towns Jr. to come aboard as director, and gather a talented team 
of Detroit locals to bring this tale of revenge from the grave to life. 

The supernatural terror takes place in the days leading up 
to the Civil War and follows two slave owners - Kincade (Andy 
Rathburg), and the malevolent Thompson (Curtis Lee Vest) - 
fighting over the ownership of one extraordinary slave named 
Samuel (Elam). The plot takes a turn after Samuel’s murder, 
when Kincade takes advantage of an opportunity to let the dead 
man seek out grisly and poetic justice after death, made possi¬ 
ble by blood, magical forces, and a set of braids. 

The short has already had success on the festival circuit, 


including a best actor award for Elam’s role as Samuel at 
the Buffalo Niagara International Film Festival in New York. 
Not that every response has been so positive. Elam said, 
“One film festival didn’t want to show it because they 
thought it would start a riot.” 

Elam said the audience is invited to process the same 
feelings of revenge and justice Samuel grapples with; how¬ 
ever, he said he believes it provides them hope by showing 
how, even when “Samuel is looking down at the valley of 
death [he] doesn’t give in.” ■

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The Touchdowns That Changed Texas 

CIVIL RIGHTS AND SPORTS MIX IN BREAKING DOWN BARRIERS: 

THE C.R. ROBERTS STORY by Kahron Spearman 

September 22, 1956: C.R. Roberts makes history as one 
of the first black college athletes to take the field against 
white players in Texas. As segregation entered the rearview, 
the University of Southern California running back showed the 
University of Texas and the city of Austin that multiple futures 
were much closer than initially appeared. 

Directed by Jeremy Sadowski, Breaking Down Barriers: The 
C.R. Roberts Story uses interviews with Roberts himself and 
his teammates, as well as administrators and academics, 
connecting sport to social progress. Playing as part of the 
Capital City Black Film Festival, it shows the importance of 
Roberts’ breakout performance against Texas as a signpost 
for imminent change appearing across America. 

Roberts’ account surprised Sadowski, who was initially 
focused on another player’s narrative: USC’s first All-Ameri¬ 
can, Brice Taylor. The documentarian said, “Taylor passed 
away in 1974, so I was looking for people who knew him 
personally. I am a Southern California graduate, 
and I call myself a knowledgeable fan of SC 
football, but I had never heard of Roberts’ story. 

He started telling me about this Texas game, 
and the things that led up to it.” 

Roberts, the prototypical power back with a 
loping gait similar to Adrian Peterson, arrived 
at USC’s Los Angeles campus after a dominant 
high school career in Oceanside, Calif. However, his roots 
exist in the Deep South, living in Mississippi until he was 8 
years old, where Jim Crow’s immoralities stained his memo¬ 
ries. Sadowski said, “He witnessed a lot in those eight years 
that affects him today.” 

The context for the 1956 season opener in Austin went 
beyond sports. The previous December, Rosa Parks’ refusal 
to give up her seat to a white man spurred the bus boycott in 
Montgomery, Alabama. That gave the Civil Rights movement, 
which had long been in action without an official title, its 
national headline-inciting event. 

In July 1955, the Texas’ Board of Regents had unanimously 
voted to admit black undergraduate students starting in the

fall semester of 1956, but that end to segregation had yet to 
extend to football. Longhorns head coach Ed Price and his 
Trojans counterpart Jess Hill held negotiations: Texas’ leader¬ 
ship, opposed to existing at integration’s spear tip, desired 
for Roberts and the other black skill position players to stay 
in California. With the broader shifts occurring around the 
institution, Texas offered an insulting compromise - the play¬ 
ers could come, but not compete. They were forced to drop 
that demand as well, when other Southern Cal players threat¬ 
ened not to play. Even on the weekend of the game, the first 
Austin hotel they had booked refused to let Roberts and his 
fellow black players, Hillard Hill and Louis Byrd, book into 
their rooms, and Coach Hill had to find another that would 
take the entire integrated team. 

There were other potential hiccups. USC was part of the 
Pacific Coast Conference, and some member schools were 
concerned because many players had jobs which affected 
their collegiate eligibility as amateurs. Yet in 1956, the NCAA 
had yet to rule on penalties for playing while ineligible, so 
while Roberts would eventually lose his senior year entirely, as 
a junior he would have his moment in the warm Texas sun. 

A man on a mission, Roberts would play only until the 
12:20 mark of the third quarter, with the 15th-ranked Trojans 
leading 25-7. He carried the ball just 12 times in the two-plus 
quarters. It was more than enough, though, as 
he ran roughshod over the hapless Longhorn 
defense for 251 yards (a single-game school 
record for 19 years) with three touchdowns of 
73, 50, and 74 yards. Game tape shown in 
the film shows an almost mythological figure 
running through, past, and over Texas - a John 
Henry becoming real. 

Roberts was a herald of a future quickly arriving present, 
inspiring those faithful to the cause of equality and equity. 
Black porters and maids (even from other hotels) sneaked 
into the room Roberts cohabitated with Hill and Byrd, to wel¬ 
come the players and intimate their importance to Austin’s 
black community. 

One of the most significant figures in the film is Susie 
Green. She was one of UT’s Precursors - the name given to 
those first African-American students who matriculated into 
the university in 1956. For Green and students integrating 
across America, Roberts represented the physical manifesta¬ 
tion of black excellence, a defiant breakthrough of broad 
achievement long denied. “He never realized the impact he 
had on me,” she said with the grandest of smiles, “but many 
people felt the same way I felt.” 

“He brightened our day. He was the sunshine of our lives.” ■

John Cho uncovers digital secret lives in Searching

Surprisingly effective for what could eas¬ 
ily be labeled a “gimmick film,” Chaganty’s 
debut feature suspenser unfolds entirely 
onscreen on screens. The myriad devices 
that now comprise most people’s methods 
of interpersonal communication - iPhones, 
FaceTime, laptops, chat rooms, apps galore, 
CCTV, ad infinitum - are cunningly deployed 
here. Chaganty keeps things from becoming 
too static by overlapping the various boxes 
of information across the (big) screen, 
thus rendering the gimmick into a nar¬ 
ratively cohesive and ultimately satis¬ 
fying missing persons thrill-ride. 

Crucially, Searching begins with 
an opening cyber-montage of the 
evolution of the Kim family, dad 
David (Cho), mom Pam (Sohn), 
and their daughter Margot (La). 
Early-Aughts-era video clips of 
Margot’s birth, her first day of 
kindergarten, piano lessons, and 
so on are shown via the tech of 
the times, moving from Microsoft Windows 
heavily pixelated Internet Explorer footage 
to, eventually, Apple’s crystal clear retina dis¬ 
play. It’s a clever, flawless introduction that 
instantly integrates you into the Kim family’s 
life via Moore’s law. 

Things begin to fall apart for the Kims 
when Pam is stricken with lymphoma, leav¬ 
ing widower David to finish raising young 
Margot on his own. Cho shines here as 
the doting dad who just might not know 
his equally grieving offspring as well as he 


should. When Margot fails to return home 
after a high school study group one night, the 
story moves into manic parent overdrive with 
search and rescue teams, led by Detective 
Rosemary Vick (Messing), covering the jagged 
canyons outside of San Jose. Soon all the 
“if it bleeds, it leads” news coverage and a 
perpetual barrage of Amber Alerts focus on 
the case. All of this, of course, is viewed by 
both characters and the audience through the 
black mirror tech that eventually becomes 
a sort of character itself. To say more 
would defeat the many red herrings, 
and spoil the increasingly jarring rev¬ 
elations within the film’s narrative. 
Suffice to say Searching is far 
more than a simple abduction 
thriller - Liam Neeson would have 
probably just shot the hell out of 
all the devices on display here 
and gotten nowhere fast - but is 
also a savvy commentary on both 
family and our utter dependence 
on all those weirdly less and less invasive 
(or are they?) byproducts of the Anthropocene 
internet age. Searching may strike older 
viewers as a novel experimental film - which, 
alongside the Unfriended films and the 
upcoming Profile, I suppose, to some extent it 
is - but more importantly it’s a genuine white- 
knuckling exploration of our relationship with 
disruptive technology and how that impacts 
one average American family’s daily life.

Austin’s Rooster Teeth is a powerhouse 
for web culture, a mass producer of online 
videos ranging from gameplay commentaries 
to animated web series. A handful of years 
ago, the studio branched out to feature- 
length films, and their latest is Blood Fest. 

Blood Fest is the name of a Renaissance- 
faire-style horror festival - a secluded, outdoor 
gathering for the world’s largest gorehounds. 
Dax (Kay) has been obsessed with horror ever 
since his mom was murdered on Halloween 
night while they were watching White Zombie. 
His TV psychologist father (Donovan), on the 
other hand, despises horror and forbids him 
from going to a festival that mindlessly cel¬ 
ebrates gratuitous violence. So, naturally, Dax 
finds a way to Blood Fest, without his dad’s 
permission. That’s when the blood arrives, as 
a mass of movie monsters, from killer clowns 
to mask-wearing, chainsaw-wielding killers, 
starts mowing down the crowd. 

Directed and written by Austin author and 
horror enthusiast Owen Egerton (who also 
stars as the mad filmmaker behind the fest 
and the blood), the film doesn’t come with¬ 
out its setbacks. It’s a formulaic meta-horror 
movie that for most of its run time tries too 
hard, but there’s a sincerity about the movie 
that keeps it zipping along. 

When Blood Fest takes a step back, there 
are shining moments that are genuinely 
funny. The video store banter (located at 
Vulcan Video’s former North Austin location) 
between Dax, Sam (Gabriel), and Krill (Spider- 
Man: Flomecoming’s Batalon) is upbeat and 
cute, and the opening scene between young 
Dax and his mom is sickeningly sweet, 
but charmingly so. These brief moments 
sprinkled throughout make up slightly for 
the times when a gag runs longer than it’s 
welcomed, like when Chuck’s Zachary Levi 
makes a cameo appearance. 

But Blood Fest will find a place to thrive, 
and that’s in the online space. It’s GIF-able, 
and it winks enough at its core audience to 
satisfy. However, for those who don’t know 
who Barbara Dunkelman is, or why it’s so 
funny that a group of gamers are stuck in a 
room playing a computer game that controls 
the park’s zombies, you might need a FAQ.

THE BOOKSHOP

Who can possibly hate a bookshop? Or 
rather, why? That’s the ponderous engine 
meant to drive the drama behind The 
Bookshop, a flimsy social drama in 1959 
coastal England, where widowed bookshop 
owner Florence Green (Mortimer) clashes 
with the genteel Violet Gamart (Clarkson) 
over the future of an old house in the center 
of the small town. 


Director Coixet has been known for her 
emotional honesty and incisiveness, such 
as her adaptation of Philip Roth’s novel 
The Dying Animal as Elegy. But in adapting 
Penelope Fitzgerald’s 1978 Booker prize-nom¬ 
inated novel, what she evokes is an insuf¬ 
ferable tweeness, a studied imitation that 
wobbles too regularly into labored pastiche. 

A plot point revolves around a character dying 
while picking blackberries, a signpost for this 
imitation of small-town Britain in the Fifties 
that occasionally tips the entire endeavor 
past whimsy and into self-parody. 

What Coixet misses is that this iteration 
of Britain has been mocked almost as long 
as it has been adored and blasted. Yes, in 
1944 Powell and Pressburger were sketching 
Neo-Romantic landscapes of rural England, 
and portraits of those that lived there, in A 
Canterbury Tale, but in that the same year the 
clash between pomposity and country manners 
was being lampooned in beloved radio comedy 
series like Much-Binding-in-the-Marsh. Accents flit 
around as “somewhere in the South of England,” 
while Clarkson’s generic aristocrat glass-cutting 
tone could be straight out of any Nineties retro 
(and for The Bookshop to be released in the 
same week as The Little Stranger, a far superior 
exploration of social mores in post-World War 
II Britain, only reinforces its weaknesses). 

Green’s relationship with reclusive bib¬ 
liophile Edmund Brundish (Nighy) is the 
most effective component, even if it does 
owe such a glaring debt to the superior 84 
Charing Cross Road (sorry, You’ve Got Mail, 
but still the ne plus ultra of bookstore mov¬ 
ies). He’s quietly the most engaging figure in 
the entire endeavor, not least because his 
splendid isolation generally avoids Coixet’s 
odd habit of having characters tumble dia¬ 
logue over each other. It’s like she’s trying 
to inject odd bursts of naturalism into an

There can be a heavy toll for those that 
fall squarely in Generation X. There is so 
much to answer for, but at least those baby 
boomers behind us screwed things up quite 
well, so that the things? The things that they 
hoist onto this particular generation? They’re 
pretty minor, although no less problematic. To 
wit, the idea of authenticity. It is the reigning 
sustenance that defines my generation. And I 
fucking hate it. You know the drill, or perhaps 
you’ve been bored by it: Everything was bet¬ 
ter when only a handful of people liked all 
these cool things and you are not allowed 
to like these cool things because we say so. 
You’re a poseur and a fake. 

These preoccupations have been the pre¬ 
dominant wheelhouse of author Nick Hornby 
(High Fidelity), and this adaptation of his 
2009 novel provides another post-mortem, 
with scalpel-like clarity, of a particular kind of 
fandom, whose gender (surprise!) is mostly 
straight white male. 

The story, though, is really about Annie 
(Byrne), who has put up with boyfriend Duncan 
(O’Dowd) and his obsession over Nineties 
indie rock dude Tucker Crowe (Hawke), who dis¬ 
appeared after making a seminal album, Juliet. 


When Duncan receives a copy of a demo ver¬ 
sion of the album, the plot starts boiling, as 
Annie begins an email relationship with the 
elusive Tucker, after posting a blistering review 
of the demo on Duncan’s fanboy website, and 
Duncan enters into an affair with a colleague 
at the college he works at, where he teaches 
about television ( The Wire as Greek tragedy 
is good for a few jokes). Annie and Tucker 
become fast friends, both needing an outlet to 
share their innermost thoughts and longings 
for various lives unlived, Annie regretting not 
having children and resigning herself to an 
existence of a tepid relationship, and Tucker, 
living in a garage of his ex-girlfriend, raising his 
son, as increasingly, more of his scions from 
various mothers enter his life. These small 
worlds collide when Tucker goes to England 
for the birth of his grandchild, meets Annie, 
and subsequently, his biggest fan, Duncan. 

The film has a lot to say, but it thankfully 
does it in a manner that is natural, gentle, and 
if you will, authentic. That album is Duncan’s 
holy grail, and I get it, what Hornby is skewer¬ 
ing here, that notion of having something that 
is yours, that no one else can touch. He obvi¬ 
ously knows this milieu, as does Nurse Jackie 
director Jesse Peretz, who built his reputation 
directing videos that defined the Nineties indie 
scene for bands like the Lemonheads and the 
Foo Fighters. Everyone has obsessions, be 
they of the pop culture variety or of the path- 
not-taken variety. To hearken back to this bela¬ 
bored thesis, it is okay to like whatever you 
like, and it is something I’ve embraced, and 
a welcome respite from a particular type of 
fandom and way of life that really is just some 
stupid club in which you find yourself the only 
member. But you’re not. This is planet Earth, 
baby, and we’re all here together, like it or not.

KIN

This mash-up of family drama and sci¬ 
ence fiction is a pleasant but unconvincing 
adventure with strong adolescent appeal and 
music by Mogwai. Kin presents the story of 
an adopted child who finds a powerful ray 
gun in an abandoned factory and then goes 
on the lam with his scoundrel brother, who is 
trying to escape even worse scoundrels who 
want to collect the money he owes them. 
Along their journey, the brothers pick up a 
female love interest, and engage in a couple 
of spectacular ray gun shoot-outs. And 
before the film closes, sequel possibilities 
are floated. Kin appears as though it aims 
to spawn. Eli Solinski (newcomer Truitt) is a 
black preteen who was adopted by white par¬ 
ents sometime in the past. We first see him 
visiting his adopted mother’s grave before 
hopping on his bicycle to sneak into an aban¬ 
doned factory where he has made a habit of 
stealing copper wire for personal resale. He 
lives with his gruff and hardworking but well- 
intentioned dad Hal (Quaid). Then, the arrival 
of Hal’s biological son Jimmy (Reynor), who 
has just been released from years in prison, 
bursts their uneasy domestic harmony. Jimmy 
owes a lot of money to the gunrunning hood¬ 
lum Taylor Balik (Franco), who paid Jimmy’s 
protection money while he was imprisoned. 
Now that he’s out, the loan has come due 
and Jimmy stoops to nefarious strategies to 
repay the debt. Things go wrong and Jimmy 
flees, taking his brother, a cache of money, 
and the hidden ray gun along for the ride. 
Milly (Kravitz), a pole-dancer with a heart of 
gold, joins them after the blaster impressively 
blows out a wall in her place of business. All 
the while, the brothers are being chased by 
a couple of ray gun protectors, otherworldly 
enforcers who dress Terminator-style and 
zoom toward its signal on motorcycles 
seemingly fueled by the speed of light. 

Kin introduces us to a new pair of filmmak¬ 
ing brothers, Jonathan and Josh Baker, who 
have based this feature on their short film 
“Bag Man,” although the screenplay was writ¬ 
ten by Daniel Casey. The film’s special effects 
appear rudimentary, relying mostly on a light 
show rather than the weapons decimating con¬ 
sequences. The performances are solid, and 
Quaid’s presence lends an extra solemnity to 
the family-drama aspect of the film. Franco’s 
performance, however, may prove distract¬ 
ing to those familiar with his turn in Spring 
Breakers where he was unrecognizable as a 
gangsta with dreads and a gold grill; his Kin 
appearance offers a wan comparison. At best, 
Kin presents a potent wish-fulfillment fantasy 
for adopted children everywhere who imagine 
fabulous lineages borne of royalty or super¬ 
powers - anything but the flawed parents who 
left them to be adopted by big-hearted strang¬ 
ers. Supra-human biology, thy name is destiny.

It’s a ghost story, but it isn’t; the tale of 
a haunted house, but not really. Set in the 
aftermath of World War II, this seductive 
adaptation of Susan Waters’ well-received 
2009 novel of the same name chronicles the 
stranger things afoot at a decaying Georgian 
mansion owned by a British aristocratic fam¬ 
ily in decline, the country estate’s shabby 
appearance symbolic of a social system 
being slowly dismantled by an emerging 
middle class. When the rather colorless 
Doctor Faraday (Gleeson) makes a house call 
to Hundreds Hall to attend to a sickly ser¬ 
vant, he finds the Ayres family - the lineage 
of a once affluent landed gentry - reduced 
to selling parcels of its property to survive 
financially, similar to a fading Southern 
dynasty struggling to endure a postwar world 
in a Faulkner novel. The visit sparks a vivid 
memory in the physician: As a young boy he 
accompanied his mother, once employed as 
a housemaid by the prosperous Ayres fam¬ 
ily, to an extravagant lawn party at Hundreds 
Hall, during which he fell under the spell of 
the mansion’s splendor, pitifully so given his 
commoner status. As it turns out, the house 
call marks a providential return to the past 
for the enigmatic general practitioner. 

Soon, the good doctor (or is he?) begins 
to subtly ingratiate himself with the members 
of the household, who include a sharp-witted 
unmarried daughter, Caroline (Wilson), whom 
Faraday hopes of marrying one day, making 
him the lord of the manor. But as each fam¬ 
ily member, including its aggrieved matriarch 
(Rampling) and her disfigured war-hero son 
(Poulter), is slowly driven mad by supernatu¬ 
ral goings on at Hundreds Hall (shaking walls 
and doors, ringing room bells, mysterious 
scribblings on windowsills, among other 
things), Doctor Faraday’s endgame becomes 
less evident and all the more intriguing. 
Gleeson’s fascinating performance as the 
pale and ghostly eccentric, a man so lacking 
in personality that he blends in with the wall¬ 
paper, is central to the mystery of The Little 
Stranger. The way he can barely manage a 
half-smile is nothing short of brilliant. It’s a 
master class in stiff-upper-lip repression. 

Defying conventional wisdom about how to 
build a mystery tinged with elements of horror, 
the film resists today’s unimaginative tropes

Who’s raising the funds? 

Austin-grown Allie Lane (director of 
Sailor Poon’s award-winning “Leather 
Daddy” video) and Angele Cooper (A&E’s 
docuseries 60 Days In) are launching 
Alpha Female Films, a queer interracial 
intersectional-feminist film production com¬ 
pany. The duo cites the film industry’s lack 
of diversity and continued capitalization off 
of narratives from marginalized communi¬ 
ties as driving forces behind Alpha Female 
Films. They are committed to telling stories 
written by people from within marginalized 
communities centering on societal 
homophobia, racism, and sexism. 

What’s the project? 

More like projects! Lane and Cooper are 
funding two queer-centered short films, 
shooting in Austin, and the development 
of a feature film. Cooper describes “Love 
in the Shadows” as a personal story that 



follows a young black girl struggling to find 
her truth and addresses the dichotomy 
between religion and homosexuality. In 
“Butch Queen” Lane draws inspiration 
from her own upbringing as a queer person 
in rural America. The narrative centers on 
an interracial lesbian couple that is tested 
by their Podunk town. The feature film, Our 
Darkest Hours, draws on Cooper’s recent 
experience as a participant in 60 Days In, 
and follows an undercover officer who falls 
in love with an inmate.

in favor of something refreshing, seem¬ 
ingly inspired by the muted psychological

MADELINE’S MADELINE

A few years ago, I was talking with a 
noted scriptwriter and stand-up who dis¬ 
missed the idea of improvised drama as 
something exceptional: Every artist impro¬ 
vises, they said, it’s just that most creatives 
have the good grace to finish the work 
before they take it out in public. Madeline's 
Madeline, the third feature from writer/direc¬ 
tor Josephine Decker, has received plaudits 
in part for being experimental cinema, and 
for the collaborative nature of its develop¬ 
ment - a yearlong process with her cast, 
most especially rising young actress Helena 
Howard. But the inherent coda is that some 
experiments fail. 

Madeline's Madeline is essentially an inte¬ 
rior character study recounted primarily from 


Madeline’s point of view. A talented young 
performer (and Howard’s fearless performance 
rounds her out as such), she’s going through 
what is no understatement to call a tough 
time. After assaulting her mother (July) with 
an iron, and a brief period in a mental health 
institution, Madeline joins an experimental art 
troupe headed by the visionary/pretentious 
Evangeline (Parker), who is fumbling toward 
the theme of her next show. Madeline’s trau¬ 
ma soon becomes far more interesting to her 
than her current concept (an ill-formed series 
of rehearsals about animals). 

Unfortunately, what should have natu¬ 
ralistic depth seems oddly superficial, 
and an attempt to dispose of traditional 
structure becomes episodic. As with many 
failed experiments, there are still, at least,

some interesting takeaways. In this case, 
it’s Ashley Connor’s radical and entrancing 
cinematography, and the subtle use of depth 
of field to capture Madeline’s mental state. 
There are moments of real creative risk, such 
as an unexpected kinship to the 2012 POV 
remake of William Lustig’s underground clas¬ 
sic Maniac, and a final sequence that evokes 
the wolf mask dance finale from executive 
producer Joe Swanberg’s Silver Bullets - 
until it turns into “Dream of the ’90s” from 
Portiandia. Strip away the sometimes dream¬ 
like, sometimes verite camerawork and, 
well, bluntly, if your patience with interpretive 
dance is low, then this story is definitely not 
for you. It’s what’s supposed to be an insight¬ 
ful view of the workings of the troubled teen 
artistic mind, but unclear and sometimes 
self-contradicting motivations from surround¬ 
ing characters undercut the context. 

But the biggest problem is with Decker’s 
implicit thesis about the connectivity of cre¬ 
ativity, mental disorders, and art as therapy, 
especially when Madeline’s history of harm 
and self-harm is tied to her performance: If 
you dissect what has happened, and take her 
POV away, it’s a far less charming narrative 
than it seems. There’s something very off- 
putting about that trite happy ending, where 
actors get so deep into the character that 
they endanger the life of another performer, 
and it’s a resolution that ignores pivotal ques¬ 
tions at the heart of avant-garde theatre about 
the consensual engagement of the audience.

MEMOIR OF WAR 

D: Emmanuel Finkiel; with Melanie Thierry, Benott Magimel, 
Benjamin Biolay, Gregoire Leprince-Ringuet, Emmanuel Bourdieu, 
Shulamit Adar.

This French film exposes one of the largely 
unspoken traumas of war: the pain of uncer¬ 
tainty and waiting experienced by those left 
behind. Historically, this pain is undergone 
primarily by women who wait for their hus¬ 
bands to return from military service with no 
assurance that a living reunion will ever come 
to pass. By extension, this group includes 
the servicemen’s parents, children, and other 
loved ones who are too old, young, or infirm 
to take up arms for their government. 

Memoir of War is based on an autobio¬ 
graphical novel by Marguerite Duras, the 
novelist (The Lover), philosopher, screenwriter 
(Oscar-nominated for Hiroshima Mon Amour), 
and director (played here by Thierry). Tellingly, 
her novel was originally published with the 
title La Douleur (directly translated as The 
Pain), and although you get some sense of 
Duras’ anguish while waiting and hoping for 
her husband, Robert Antelme (Bourdieu) - a 
Resistance fighter captured in Nazi-occupied 
Paris and being held ... who knows where, if 
he hasn’t already been killed by the Gestapo. 
It’s more likely that a viewer might die from 
the pain of boredom before reaching the 
film’s conclusion. 

Writer/director Emmanuel Finkiel tries very 
hard to adapt Duras’ modernist storytelling 
tactics to Memoir of War and, at times, even 
succeeds in translating the author’s opaque 
blurring of the objective and the subjective. 
Images range between tight facial close-ups 
and distanced long shots that capture a

sense of the desolate city in which people go 
about their business as if collectively hold¬ 
ing their breath. The focus within the images 
often changes, and sometimes overlaps. 
Marguerite finds purpose in her waiting, as if 
the mere act is what keeps her alive to con¬ 
tinue another day. Yet she is also sometimes 
immobilized by her fears, allowing her ratio¬ 
nal thought process to overcome her irra¬ 
tional hope. Sometimes the character tells 
us so via voiceovers read from her book. 

The rest of the time we are left to intuit her 
thoughts as we gaze at her face deep in 
rumination. 

The first half of the film is taken up by 
Marguerite’s furtive meetings with Pierre Rabier 
(Magimel), a French police official who collabo¬ 
rates with the Nazis. Taken with her literary 
fame, he plies her with promises that he has 
the power to make her husband’s prison stay 
more comfortable. Set during the last nine 
months of the German occupation of France 
during World War II, signs exist all around 
them that the Nazis will soon be defeated. But 
Pierre disappears with still another hour of the 
movie to go. The abrupt end of this subplot 
perhaps foreshadows the movie’s surprising 
(but biographically accurate) conclusion, which 
eschews sentimentality. Nevertheless, the 
viewer is likely to feel a sense of misplaced 
trust when forced to switch narrative gears. 
Despite its pedigree, Memoir of War does not 
guarantee safe passage.

© MR. FISH: CARTOONING 
FROM THE DEEP END 

D: Pablo Bryant. (NR, 70 min.) 

The collapse of print media is naturally one 
of our favorite topics around ye olde water- 
cooler at the Chronicle, but as we all pour one 
out, again and again, for the industry at large, 
not nearly enough ink has been spilled over a 
particular kind of crusading journalism that’s 
moved from the endangered to near-extinct 
status - that of the political cartoonist. 

I don’t know that Mr. Fish would call 
himself a political cartoonist, even though 
he’s certainly made his mark tangling with 


politics and culture in provocative and 
trenchant cartoons printed in the likes of 
Harper's Magazine, L.A. Weekly, Utne Reader, 
and TruthDig. That designation of “political 
cartoonist” might be too rigid. Too neat. Too 
kowtowing to someone else’s system of cat¬ 
egorization. Going off of Pablo Bryant’s docu¬ 
mentary portrait of the Philadelphia-based 
artist (ne Dwayne Booth), I think you could 
reasonably call Fish anti-war, anti-corporate, 
anti-capitalist, anti-religious dogma, and anti¬ 
systems. All of the systems. 

This is going to paint me as hopelessly 
square, but the person I most connected 
with for most of Mr. Fish: Cartooning From the 
Deep End was not the artist, railing against 
the man, but his wife, Diana Day, sweating 
their debt, working the job that gets them 
and their twin daughters health insurance, 
doing the dirty work that enables him to 
stand on his principles. Then Bryant’s cam¬ 
era - clearly enjoying unfettered access to 
the family - tracks them in a low ebb when 
Booth takes a job at Whole Foods and must 
redirect his artistic skills to the selling of deli 
meats and chips in peppy slogans: “I pledge 
allegiance to the snack.” That he’s sold his 
soul is understood. What’s worse, he admits 
to the camera, is that he’s good at it. The 
moment flattened me. I didn’t stop feeling 
for his wife, for all her sacrifices; only now I 
understood why she did it. 

On camera, Booth comes off as prank¬ 
ish and peevish in equal measures, and, in 
the occasional, aching fermata, bone-deep 
depressed. The film - which tied for first 
for the Audience Award for Documentary at 
the 2017 Austin Film Festival - gives him 
an open and uncritical platform to speak 
at length on his beliefs, those he’s instilled 
in his daughters (one of them, on prompt, 
spells out her favorite word for the camera: 
M-l-S-O-G-Y-N-Y). More significant is the film’s 
platform for Mr. Fish’s cartoons, his Molotov 
pencil cocktails thrown at civility, hypocrisy, 
false prophets and flimflam men. The art 
speaks for itself. We should listen.

OPERATION FINALE 

D: Chris Weitz; with Oscar Isaac, Ben Kingsley, Lior Raz, Melanie 
Laurent, Nick Kroll, Joe Alwyn. (PG-13,122 min.) 

Precious few things give me more visceral, 
cinematic satisfaction than watching Nazis 
get what-for. Despite, or possibly because of 
the current, alarming rise of the rebranded 
alt-right and their dimwitted compatriots, 

I suspect many Americans feel the same. 
Operation Finale transits in those emotions 
as it depicts the search for and eventual cap¬ 
ture of Adolf Eichmann, the architect of the 
“Final Solution” to “the Jewish problem” by a 
group of Mossad agents in Sixties Argentina. 

If you’re looking for Inglourious Basterds 
redux, then this bloodless historical drama 
isn’t for you. Despite a pair of steely perfor¬ 
mances from Kingsley (as Eichmann) and 
Isaac (playing a roguish Shin Bet agent who 
eventually turns out to be the key to unlock¬ 
ing Eichmann’s stubborn ego), Operation 
Finale has the too-slow-burn of Argo-lite. 

Best intentions aside, director Weitz ( About 


a Boy) simply can’t seem to master the 
high-stakes gambit of what is essentially an 
international kidnapping - the Israeli team is 
tasked with bringing Eichmann back to the 
promised land alive to stand trial in a court 
of law. Of course, we all know the outcome, 
history being what it is, but once the Nazi 
hunters finally uncover the whereabouts 
of their quarry, what follows is a tedious 
45 minutes of bickering over how to get 
Eichmann to sign his name to a document 
confessing his crimes. Frankly, it’s not the 
most riveting of the always-relevant or at 
least interesting Nazi movie subgenre. (At 
the risk of sounding flip, I’m now far more 
looking forward to the release of J.J. Abrams’ 
National Socialist horrorshow Overlord at this 
year’s Fantastic Fest.) 

Weitz and company do ratchet up the sus¬ 
pense in the last 20 minutes of the movie as 
Eichmann’s blond-haired, blue-eyed son Klaus 
(a nicely unnerving Alwyn), aligned with the 
Buenos Aires police, fan out to hunt the hunt¬ 
ers. A tense, last-minute airstrip sequence 
recalls nothing so much as the finale of the 
greatest of all anti-Nazi films, Casablanca, 
and for my money Kingsley’s stoic Eichmann 
hasn’t a Waffen SS patch on Conrad Veidt’s 
Major Strasser in that film. Still, Hannah 
Arendt’s statement on the banality of evil is 
certainly in evidence here, which may be the 
point. Notably, Stephen King sketched a ton¬ 
ally similar depiction of the Nazi next door in 
his 1982 novella Apt Pupil with considerably

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The Men Behind the Campaigns 

THE CRUZ VS. O’ROURKE SENATE RACE EXPLORED 
IN RUN LIKE THE DEVIL by Richard Whittaker 


Most election documentaries are an autop¬ 
sy, retold with the results. Not so for Steve 
Mims’ Run Like the Devil, a study of the 
ongoing fight between sitting Republican 
Senator Ted Cruz and his Democratic 
challenger Beto O’Rourke. Coming out two 
months before election day, it’s Mims’ take 
on the runners, not the race. The UT lecturer 
and documentarian behind Starving the Beast 
explained, “I wanted this to come out before 
the election, because I want¬ 
ed people to have a real idea 
about what each candidate 
is about.” 

For Mims, the starting pis¬ 
tol for Run Like the Devil was 
fired in 2012, when the freshly nominated 
Cruz steamrolled his then-Democratic chal¬ 
lenger Paul Sadler in the November elec¬ 
tion. It was the typical story of a hardscrab¬ 
ble Dem who never stood a chance in GOP- 
dominated Texas - or rather, that’s what 
was sold to voters. What Mims saw was 
something different: That Sadler’s defeat 
was a self-fulfilling prophecy. “He raised 
$700,000, he spent $500,000, but Cruz 


spent $14 million. For all the talk about 
Texas is a red state, hell yes, if one guy has 
$14 million to dump into the race. If Sadler 
had $14 million, he might have lost, but not 
by the same margin.” 

There were multiple reasons for that lop¬ 
sided result (not least, as one of the talking 
heads in his documentary points out, the 
national Democrats’ habit of treating Texas 
like a piggy bank, not a battleground), but 
Mims decided he would tackle 
the only one within his reach: 
the lack of meaningful reporting 
on the candidates. After seeing 
the scant press coverage of the 
Sadler campaign, he said, “I 
wanted to make a film that came out before 
the election, that maybe did the job that did 
not get done in the last election, and that’s 
to lay out, in as nonpartisan a way as possi¬ 
ble, what was happening.” 

It’s not just the film that began in that last 
election cycle, but for Mims that’s where the 
roots of this current fight lay. In 2012, Cruz 
was on what seemed like a Hail Mary cam¬ 
paign to derail Lt. Gov. David Dewhurst’s

quest to replace retiring Senator Kay Bailey 
Hutchison. Meanwhile in El Paso, Council 
Member O’Rourke mounted a fool’s errand to 
unseat popular Democratic incumbent Rep. 
Silvestre Reyes in the primary. Dewhurst’s 
insistence on pushing through a highly con¬ 
troversial gerrymandering meant that the 
primaries were pushed back from March to 
May. Those extra weeks gave both Cruz and 
O’Rourke more time to campaign, and more 
time to push their ultimately successful mes¬ 
sages as the underdog reformer. 

That’s just the beginning of the similari¬ 
ties that Mims saw in the two. “They’re vir¬ 
tually the same age, they’re both Ivy League 


educated, they both had fathers who really 
shaped them. The same state, the same 
influences, but if you were writing a fictional 
story about a Senate election, you could not 
come out with two characters more diametri¬ 
cally opposite.” 

Mims never takes sides in the narrative 
(as he explained, “It can’t be a propaganda 
film. There’s no value in that.”) but in part 
that’s because he wants people to appreci¬ 
ate the massive importance of this race, not 
just for Texas, but for the U.S. “It really is piv¬ 
otal,” Mims said. “This is like Al Gore losing 
to George Bush. Depending on who wins and 
who loses, it could shape everything.” ■

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That’s the Breaks 


“Rappers are the new rock stars,” declared 
Fresh on 98.9FM during last Saturday’s 
installment of The Breaks. 

That night’s guest, Austin rapper Teeta, 
who looked every bit the part in dark sun¬ 
glasses with a mouthful of gold teeth (see 
this week’s cover), shrugged. 

“I feel like we always were,” said the MC. 

Show co-host Confucius Jones jumped 
in to further aggrandize the art form that 
superseded rock last year as America’s 
dominant genre. 

“If it wasn’t for hip-hop right now, there 
wouldn’t be no music industry.” 

Emphasizing hip-hop being the music of 
today is how Confucius and Fresh got their 
own show on KUTX. Station Manager Matt 
Reilly remembers their pitch: “You’re in the 
middle of campus with 50,000 kids walking 
around with earbuds on and most of them 
are listening to hip-hop.” 

KUTX had already moved toward playing 
more rap in recent years, specifically cul¬ 
tural vanguards like Kendrick Lamar and 
Childish Gambino, but Reilly says the staff 
wanted more after noting a rise in the local 
scene. When the station’s Saturday night 
slot opened up early last year, he hired the 
two homegrown hip-hop fanatics. Reilly says 
hip-hop specialty shows are rare in the public 
radio field, but it makes sense for KUTX. 

“The approach we take with our specialty 
shows is hiring experts in that field,” Reilly 
reveals. “Michael Crockett is a scholar of 
[Latin music], Jay Trachtenberg is a scholar 
of jazz, Rick McNulty is an expert of R&B. 
It’s the same with Confucius and Fresh.” 

The hip-hop jocks, real names Jared 
Williams and Aaron Knight, met in 2011 
when Fresh put up a local rapper’s new track 
on his Fresh Prince of ATX blog, then got a 
call from Confucius, who managed the artist. 

“He called me up and cursed me out,” smiles 
Fresh. “‘How’d you get that track? Take it down!”’ 

“We’ve been friends ever since,” Confucius 
adds. 

Their first collaboration resulted in co¬ 
hosting the Those Damn Comic Book Guys 

podcast, which discussed superhero culture 
in mainstream terms instead of hardcore 
nerdery. The Breaks, airing Saturdays 10pm- 
lam, acts as a similar forum for the two pop 
culture junkies. Last weekend, they debated 
Nicki Minaj’s next rant. 

“We’re representing the kind of conversa¬ 
tions happening in barbershops, in the streets, 
and on Twitter,” explains Confucius. “We under¬ 
stood going in that personality-driven radio is 
the kind of radio that has longevity.” 

Being on-air in Austin has caused Fresh 
to reflect on the radio voices he experienced 
growing up. 



“I listened to Tom Joyner 
and Doug Banks on KJCE 
1370AM and I knew those 
people looked like me,” he 
explains. “Later, we had Kidd 
Kraddick. He was syndicated. What I remem¬ 
ber about them was their personalities. 

“On The Breaks, we’re gonna give you great 
music, which anyone with a good ear can do, 
but we want to give you personality.” 

In the studio, Confucius DJs and Fresh 
represents the everyday guy. While it’s 
easy to compare any hip-hop radio show 
to New York trendsetter The Breakfast 
Club, Fresh feels more kindred to an older 
Big Apple staple, The Stretch Armstrong 
& Bobbito Show. Broadcast on Columbia 
University’s WKCR 1990-98, the program 
proved highly influential by championing 
then-unsigned talent including Nas, Big L, 
and Wu-Tang Clan. 

Confucius and Fresh want to do the same 
for Austin. 


“Our show is kind of the answer to every 
excuse that me and Fresh ever heard: That 
Austin music couldn’t be played in clubs 
because no one knew what it was, that 
Austin radio couldn’t have a successful 
hip-hop show because there’s no market 
for it,” says Confucius, whose playlists put 
ATX cuts like Loony’s “Thru It All” next to 
material by Tory Lanez, Rich the Kid, and 
Drake. “Most hip-hop is sold as being cool. 
We’re trying to make Austin hip-hop cool by 
playing it enough that people realize they 
can like it and not have to hide in the cor¬ 
ner listening to it like it’s porno in 
the Seventies.” 

“Before The Breaks, a lot of us didn’t know 
how to work together,” says Deezie Brown, 
an introspective rapper promoting his lat¬ 


est album, Judith, on the August 25 show. 
“We’ve all been crabs in a bucket - every¬ 
body wanting to be the first hip-hop act to 
blow up in Austin, but with The Breaks, now 
we have a platform we can all call ours.” 

This Friday at Barracuda, The Breaks 
continues to bolster the local scene with 
its Summer Jam showcasing the diverse 
sounds of ATX hip-hop: Brown, Teeta, Harry 
Edohoukwa, Kyle Lucas, and J Soulja, 
plus R&B breakouts Melat and Jake Lloyd, 
and silky smooth producer Parallelephants. 
It’s a prime opportunity to get in touch with 
Austin’s modern urban music landscape. 

“Our mentality is to give rappers opportuni¬ 
ties so their careers will advance and hope¬ 
fully ours will advance with them,” Confucius 
offers. “It’s about creating infrastructure.” 


HALF NOTES 


LAZY LESTER PASSED away August 22 
at age 85. The Louisiana singer and harmonica 
player, born Leslie Johnson, counted among 
the architects of swamp blues via incredible 
singles on the Excello label - particularly 1958’s 
rockabilly-tinged “I’m a Lover, Not a Fighter” 
and red hot B-side “Sugar Coated Love.” The 
funny, laid-back bluesman enjoyed deep and 
lasting associations with Austin, releasing on 
the Antone’s label and playing here frequently. 

THE BUBBLE GROWS! The essential 

Austin recording studio will expand into a large, 
95-year-old house on the same Hyde Park 
property it’s occupied since 2005, confirmed 
owners Alex Lyons and Chris “Frenchie” 

Smith. Overseen by sound design consultants 
Acoustic Spaces, the renovation is expected to 
take up to six months. Since opening in 1998 off 
Slaughter Lane, the Bubble’s tracked notables 
including Spoon, Fastball, and Lemmy 
Kilmister. 


AUSTIN’S MUSIC COMMUNITY is helping Russ 

Hartman buy a stand-up electric wheelchair. The longtime local 
music supporter and editor of Austin Daze is afflicted with 
Friedreich’s Ataxia and unable to walk. Following last weekend’s 
fundraiser at Antone’s, another Stand With Russ benefit goes 
down at the Continental Club on Saturday. Alejandro Escovedo, 
Matt Hubbard Trio, the Greyhounds, and Deadeye perform. 

ENCORE RECORDS’ CLOSING appeared a foregone 

conclusion once it came to light World Class Capital Group pur¬ 
chased its building and renderings of a redone footprint appeared 
on a realty site. Owner Chuck Lokey thus confirmed an end to 
his 33-year-old record store late last week. The liquidation sale 
continues into September at 809 E. Sixth. 

SUMMER SALT ISSUED a statement Tuesday announc¬ 
ing the ouster of bassist Phil Baier over sexual misconduct after 
multiple women came forward with claims of predatory behavior. 
“We are troubled and ashamed that we didn’t take action regard¬ 
ing Phil’s behavior sooner,” the remaining three members wrote. 
The Austin band recently signed to Epitaph Records, on which 
Happy Camper comes out Sept. 28. 


THE REPUTATIONS INKED a deal with 

Austin’s Nine Mile Records, which issues their 
sophomore LP Electric Power on November 9. 
Follow-up to 2017 debut Begging for More, the 
new album tracked at Memphis’ legendary Ardent 
Studios under the direction of Big Star drummer 
Jody Stephens. Shoulder-shaking AM pop with 
invigorating, five-voice melodies, it sounds like a 
long lost best-of from a Sixties family band - but 
atop modern energy. With the signing, Nine Mile 
continues stockpiling top local talent that includes 
Golden Dawn Arkestra, Sweet Spirit, Glorietta, 
Carson McHone, and Shinyribs. 

JASON ISBELL DROPPED into the 

Continental Club last Saturday to play a 90-min¬ 
ute set with the Booze Weasels, a group of Joe 
Ely Band veterans led by guitarists David Grissom 
and David Holt, who also anchored Storyville. 

The tireless Isbell also played three sold-out 
shows at the Bass Concert Hall over 
the weekend.

A glimpse into next-gen Austin hip-hop

You’re not old enough to buy alcohol, and 
don’t have enough Hawaiian shirts or blond 
streaks to attend UT frat parties. You listen 
to Kendrick and Killer Mike, and (think) 
you can pull off RompHims and man purs¬ 
es, Chinese topknots, and velvet dresses. 
You’re too white for black kids and too 
black for Austin’s vast majority, although 
you can be any color and hunger for beats. 

One day, you click on a Facebook event 
from a fellow student’s Twitter blast: “MUD 
DJ set. East or North Austin locale.” 

Ultimate democratizer, the internet leads 
you to a mostly black and brown party 
where everybody can quote the latest Kanye 
album and too many Supreme-clad bodies 
sweat it out to a vaguely personalized 
RapCaviar DJ set. The patchouli-and-Badu 
infrastructure names - MUD, Human 
Influence, Raw Paw - commingle with the 
lean-laced Gucci Mane ones for the MCs: 
Kenny Gee, Quin NFN, Teeta, etc. 

Many clubs are wary of an underage 
crowd, especially those sporting chains and 
wife beaters. One hip-hop pop-up show¬ 
cased recently at a dubious strip mall in 
what had almost certainly been a strip club 
before the roving party moved to an East 
Austin house. A greasy stand in the back 
sold 40s and fried chicken. 


Renting a warehouse or makeshift art 
gallery is cheap, no liquor license neces¬ 
sary, but such a mixed crowd hyped on late- 
night testosterone and 808s often ends in 
bruises and sirens. House parties have the 
advantage of drawing a more diverse after- 
hours audience. Button-downs and grills 
alike flock to wherever has liquor and weed 
when the club closes. 

Younger rappers don’t 
need venues, bookers, 
promoters, and they no 
longer hold down day jobs 
while waiting on agents. 
They have SoundCloud 
and Instagram to sell 
tickets, after all. 

For the better part of the last decade, 
Austin hip-hop has bred a raw potpourri of 
talent, a large pool both benefiting from the 
local scene’s DIY accessibility and ham¬ 
strung by the lack of its larger industry 
infrastructure (revisit “Hip-Hop on the 
Verge,” Jan. 16, 2015). From best to worst, 
one and all jumped through the same hoops 


(booking, management, radio) behind big- 
league intentions with the same few pro¬ 
moters and label reps working toward the 
same shared goal: A record deal no matter 
how small. 

Now, for a whole new generation of truly 
homegrown ATX rappers, those hoops and 
hurdles are quickly vanishing. 

LONE WOLF PACK 

When Leon O’Neal, aka premier hip-hop 
DJ Hella Yella, hollered at shawties during 
Huston-Tillotson B-ball games, you the net- 
worker had to actually hand the man at the 
wheels your cassette. Stumbling on to the 
art of spinning in 2004 as a fill-in at a game 
and now mixing for 102.3 The Beat while 
also holding down a residency at Rio, the 
San Antonio-born O’Neal took home Club 
DJ of the Year honors in 2010 from both the 
Austin-American Statesman and the 
Chronicle. A fervent promoter of home¬ 
grown hip-hop via the nationally syndicated 
radio station, he hosts morning segment 
Austin Music Mondays wherein he inter¬ 
views up-and-coming Austin rappers. 

“Back then, you were able to network and 
cross-promote,” says O’Neal. “Now it’s the 
internet. The younger artists don’t care 
about how things used to be done.” 


In the Nineties and early Aughts, Austin 
artists and management networked in the 
same small circles, bumping Saturday night 
gigs at historic East Austin institution the 
Victory Grill and buying promoters shots of 
Hennessy. Hip-hop emerged from the E 
Diddy shiny suits era, and the Dirty South 
rode full-force into the mainstream out of 
New Orleans and Atlanta on the fledgling 
trap wheels of Lil Wayne and T.I. The Texas 
state capital, with its mostly syndicated radio 
and punk aesthetic, proved unprepared. 

“We never had the infrastructure for hip- 
hop the way Houston or Dallas did,” states 
O’Neal. 

Eventually, Dirty Wormz and League of 
Extraordinary Gz cracked the 1-35 wall 
between ironic cowboy boots and Wu-Tang 
logos (see “You Can’t Bury Me,” June 8, 
2012), and current Austin institution Riders 
Against the Storm not only became the first 
hip-hop act voted Austin Band of the Year 
in the Chronicle’s 2014 Austin Music Poll, 
they went on to three-peat. Nevertheless, 
the live music capital still reserves its bon¬ 
ers for live percussion. 

“People don’t understand how hard it was 
for the people before us, for us, and even the 
younger people,” notes RAS co-front MC Qi 
Dada, nee Ghislaine Mahone. “That needs to 
| be celebrated. A lot of the rappers who were 
® doing it before us were showmen. They had 
S bands, but doors were closed to them, 
g “Austin was, and is still a very segregated 
i city when it comes to black art.” 

F Be that as it may, Austin remains a city of 
youth, and hip-hop maintains as the young 
people’s soundtrack. Rap rules as the most 
streamed genre in America. Everything 
bounces on a boom bap. 

Quick to form loosely knit Wu-Tang-style 
collectives, the League of Extraordinary Gz, 
founded in 2009, rap/rock blend Dirty 
Wormz, and more recently Team Next dis¬ 
persed into solo and small-band acts. Even 
the Southern battle rap scene, which used 
to be headquartered in Austin, is now dis¬ 
banded. In their stead rises a lone wolf 
mentality. 

Why? Partly because fanbases have 
become not purely physical. Groups used to 
coalesce out of necessity; the more rappers, 
the more tickets they combined to sell. 
Personal branding now readily available on 
the internet, tickets can be clicked on far 
beyond what a lone rapper once had at 
their disposal. 

As such, middlemen can now be cut out, 
a crucial step in smaller scenes like Austin. 
Younger rappers don’t need venues, book¬ 
ers, promoters, and they no longer hold 
down day jobs while waiting on agents. 
They have SoundCloud and Instagram to 
sell tickets, after all. 

“Kids these days can do their own thing 
thanks to the internet,” says Easy Lee of 
Third Root (re-read “Trill Pedagogy,” Feb. 
2). “They don’t have to wait.” 

RAS’s Qi Dada is dubious, though sup¬ 
portive, of the longevity of this trend. 

“An online following doesn’t necessarily 
translate to having a career or supporting 
yourself as an artist,” she shrugs.

BEYOND SOUNDCLOUD RAP 

Over a decade after O’Neal began spin¬ 
ning, Kenneth Jackson threw his first paid 
house party and quit his day job at a sum¬ 
mer camp. Known by his alias Kenny Gee, 
he grew up in a concrete duplex on the 
Eastside. The self-styled fashion killa, who 
unofficially reps local vintage store 
Monkies, has transcended SoundCloud rap 
as a premier millennial word syndicate. 

“I’m a trendsetter, a leader,” boasts 
Jackson, who plays mostly a solo game 
other than teaming up with his half-brother 
and using Facebook as a press agent. “I’ve 
been able to live off my music.” 

Behind crucial endorsements from local 
concert promotions biggie ScoreMore, now 
of Clear Channel conglomerate LiveNation, 
Jackson capitalized on teenage lust for club 
environs and grew his warehouse events to 
a full-blown fanbase. Paying tribute to his 
native roots in music videos and lyrics, and 
rapping about his come-up over gyrating 
behinds at Austin skating rink Playland, he 
even wields a social media catchphrase fre¬ 
quented in his music: “Ya Feel Me?” 
SoundCloud tracks from the homegrown 
spitter vary from 3,000 to 137,000 streams, 
so he recently ventured to L.A. to take 
meetings. 

This streamlined pace finds even younger 
Austin rappers accelerating in their own lane. 

Seventeen-year-old Quinlan McAfee, who 
raps as Quin NFN, grew up listening to 
Jackson and put his career on the fast track 
with a string of rapid-fire trap singles that 
regularly garner tens of thousands of 
streams. The high school dropout rhymes 
with a vicious, foaming-at-the-mouth swag¬ 
ger that slams harder than Bobby Shmurda’s 
jail bars and blew SoundCloud plays 
through the roof. Born and raised in East 
Austin, McAfee says he was weaned on 
Amy’s Ice Creams and Lil Wayne. 

“Kenny Gee inspired me to do my own 
thing and pursue music full-time,” mur¬ 
murs McAfee sheepishly, underlining the 
fact that his tough-talking rap persona piv¬ 
ots 180 degrees from an otherwise shy teen¬ 
ager. “I just like how he plays with words.” 

As a viral rapper paired with responsible 
management - young enough to still get an 
“X” on his hand at the club but with a voice 
that carries weight in many senses - McAfee 
supports himself through performance fees 
and features. That’s admittedly easier as a 
young adult with no mortgage. Former 
manager Donny “Ca$h” Shorts, who started 
out in the League of Extraordinary Gz and 
saw beyond the chain link fence of “Game 
Plan Pt 2” into a voice so raw it almost 
hurts, helped steer McAfee’s almost 200,000 
YouTube views into sold-out parties and 
South by Southwest showcases. 

Perhaps no artist embodies the evolution 
of Austin rap more than Teeta, ne Terell 
Anthony Jackson (no relation to Kenny 
Gee). Part of A$AP Mob-like collective Team 
Next, Teeta’s friendly, gold-decked smile 
remains as recognizable as his eclectic 
entourage. His first trap beats and Southern 
cliches were brushed aside by mainstream 
media, but the 28-year-old continues to 


hone his craft and polish his strand of “new 
age pretty boy trap.” 

“We came straight from the ground level 
up,” he says. “We didn’t have a whole bunch 
of money, just consistency. After you ham¬ 
mer at it for so long, people have to pay 
attention.” 

Since 2012, the dreadlocked Austinite has 
hosted warehouse parties and dive bar gigs 
such as the aforementioned strip club show¬ 
case, pursuing music full-time since 2016 
and graduating to larger shows at Empire. 
He’s seen the scene grow up and his music 
with it, evolving from smaller shows of 
drunk college students, day-one townies, 
and off-duty strippers, to opening for estab¬ 
lished artists such as Smokepurpp. His 
transition from a collaborative music scene, 
networking within a small orbit of Austin 
events, to focusing on a solo career and 
more concentrated self-development is a 
hallmark of recent artists. 

“Austin hip-hop is changing. The reason 
you wanted to write this article is because 
you feel it changing. We’re establishing a 
blueprint,” he states unequivocally. 

Austin remains a city 
of youth, and hip-hop 
remains the young 
people’s soundtrack. 
Rap rules as the most 
streamed genre in 
America. Everything 
bounces on a boom bap. 

THE BLUEPRINT 

Paradoxically to the scene’s lone wolf 
trend, its nascent master plan currently 
trends toward infrastructure development 
and managerial guidance for next-gen MCs. 

Public relations specialist Reno Dudley, 
who manages local R&B soulstress Alesia 
Lani (see “Meet the Women of Austin R&B,” 
Sept. 22, 2017), views Teeta’s popularity as 
symptomatic of a rising urban center. The 
Southeast Austin native, who snagged a 
business degree in Chicago, notes “the 
scene is growing up.” Homegrown artists 
such as Teeta and Kydd Jones are network¬ 
ing up a storm, and the genre’s growth in 
popularity (and gentrification) means a 
metropolis of hungry yuppies waits for 
their live music capital experience to be 
translated over trap snares. 

“When a lot of the older cats were first 
starting out, we didn’t have people who 
could take us to certain circles like Kenny 
Gee could,” says Dudley. “There’s more 
people that you can reach out to now.” 

Along with the talent, the business end is 
maturing too. 

“I’m starting to see more actual manag¬ 
ers, not just rappers that are like, ‘Hey, I’m 
gonna be a manager just because my home- 
boy’s part of a clique,” adds Dudley. 

The PR maven is perhaps the symbol of 
professionalism in beat world, instantly 
recognizable as a tall, late-20s gentleman 
who wears an impeccably tailored suit to 


every event even if most of the audience is 
swilling beers in tank tops. For Dudley, 
whose suit is apparently heat proof, he and 
other Cap City managers are inclined 
toward professionalism because the inter¬ 
net affords their clients plenty of opportu¬ 
nity to screw up. 

“You’re not just managing your artists for 
interviews and stuff,” he offers. “You’re 
managing them day-to-day, because with 
social media and the internet it’s a 24/7 job. 
It’s like having really grown children.” 

Despite growing tangles of professional 
connections, such as the Bishops’ former 
manager being an intern for ScoreMore 
(but ScoreMore not managing them), 
Teeta’s manager Anthony Lindsay of one- 
man Wane Management describes Austin 
hip-hop as nuclear units. 

“There’s a big divide that’s going on,” he 
proclaims in a slight Midwestern accent. 
“These last few years, who’s poppin’ in the 
city? Magna Carda, the Bishops, Quin - but 
they’re all in different circles with their own 
management.” 

Rather than working with larger rap col¬ 
lectives of 10 people or more such as the 
League of Extraordinary Gz or chasing 
record deals, managers now focus on fewer, 
more exclusive clients. Lindsay is one of the 
new school, moving to Austin from 
Wisconsin in 2014 after studying graphic 
design and getting his foot in the water 
throwing musical events at the UT co-op. 
Like Dudley, Lindsay’s in his late-20s, har¬ 
bors an outside point of view, and is eager to 
see Austin hip-hop grow up. 

“It’s the transition between Austin being 
a giant art class, where there’s so much tal¬ 
ent but little viable economic infrastruc¬ 
ture, to becoming an actual industry.” 

MRS. PRESIDENT 

In 2028, Austin traffic will snarl with self¬ 
driving cars. More thirtysomethings will 
have roommates thanks to high rents. 
Perhaps Oprah Winfrey will be president. 

By then, Kenny Gee will own his own 
club, YaFeelMe, maybe a string of them, and 
Quin’s mixtapes will have ushered in a new 
wave of viral rappers on HipHopDX. Austin 
rap will sound like further ATX climbers 
like Harry Edohoukwa, with his melodic 
rhythms, or Tank Washington’s updated 
street boom bap, and the Bishops’ ethereal 
LSD hymns. 

According to KUTX The Breaks co-host 
Confucius Jones (flip to “Playback” p.60), a 
third-generation River City native, Austin 
rap might still not have achieved a defini¬ 
tive sound. 

“Austin’s a city that’s weird,” he says. “So 
our music is just going to be weird. There’s 
no one sound. I hope we never get a sound.” 

But we will get a system. Art class is over, 
galleries are closing in, and agents are start¬ 
ing to wear suits. Record label gatekeepers 
can’t beat Instagram branding and 
SoundCloud fame, and trying to slide mix- 
tapes to DJs will just garner a confused look 
since none will own CD players. 

“In 10 years we’ll have big-league infra¬ 
structure,” says Dudley. “There’s a whole 
movement going on and it’s beautiful.” ■

Singer-songwriters Thomas Csorda (Houston) and Jordan Moser (Austin) open 


Only 27, Courtney Marie Andrews already 
boasts six albums. Fast follow-up to 2016 
breakout Honest Life, March’s sophomore Fat 
Possum release May Your Kindness Remain 
sears compassionate narratives into quiet 
revelations behind Andrews’ patient, 
powerful vocals. 

“I probably would have been dead 
if I were famous at 19,” the Arizona 
native laughs of her slow climb to 
success. “I’m so meant to be doing 
this after some years of maturing. I was 
naive on lots of levels, as you are. I had a 
bad label deal as a teenager, and it scared 
me away from signing. I had it in my head 
that the only way I wanted to do it was DIY 

“Honest Life was the first record I was 
proud of on all levels and finally felt it was 


time for me to trust people with my music. 

It’s humbling to pay your dues and know that 
you did that - that you sacrificed your sanity 
a little and did some crazy shit to get where 
you are. 

“I’m grateful I did that.” 

Andrews’ Seventies-styled folk 
rock doesn’t fit easily into current 
Americana or pop trends, recalling 
Brandi Carlile in the empathic balance 
between strength and vulnerability. 

“As I’ve gotten older, I feel like I’ve 
stretched myself and want to write other peo¬ 
ple’s stories and let that come out. But I’m 
always about a feeling, and if it feels forced, 
it’s not right. At the end of the day, I’m a very 
intuitive writer and go for what feels right.”
